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Mischievous Legislation. 


HEN direct legislation was under con- 
sideration by the electors of the State 
the prime argument in favor of the initia- 
tive was that any bad law passed by the 
Legislature could be held up until it should 
be voted upon by the whole State at a gen- 
eral election. No one seemed to recognize 
at the time that the referendum was a me- 
chanical and not a moral device. The oper- 
ation of a proposed law is suspended when- 
ever a certain fixed per cent. of the elec- 
tors of the State sign a petition opposing it. 
As generally happens, it is the reform 
measures and not the doubtful bills that 
are blocked by the referendum. When the 
Legislature passed the Redlight Abate- 
ment Bill, it was held up for two years by 
petitions plated in circulation by the 
gamblers and dive-keepers of San Francisco. 
Just now there is a movement afoot to call 
a special session of the Legislature and 
abolish the saloons as a war measure. It 
has been pointed out that the cost of the 
special session would be not more than §$15,- 
000, while $250,000 a day is spent in Cali- 
fornia saloons. Eliminating waste and con- 
serving food products are the arguments 
advanced to close the open bars. 
But it is extremely doubtful if aught can 
be accomplished by calling a special session 


. te close the saloons. Since the referendum 


has been placed im the State Constitution 
the Legislature is little more than a House 
of Lords. None of its actions is final. Under 
the referendum amendment to the State 
Constitution the bill could not go into effect 
until three months after the adjournment 
of the Legislature. Enough signatures could 
probably be secured in San Francisco and 
Oakland alone to suspend the operation of 
the bill. A special election could not be 
called for another three months and° the 
date of the fall elections would be passed 

fore the election could be decided. All 

is delay is caused by the referendum. 
there were no direct legislation the saloons 
would have to close just as soon as the 
Governor signed the bill. It is significant 
that the dry forces which are urging the 
special sesgion were all for the referendum. 
It never seemed to occur to them that it 
would at once becOme a weapoh in the 
hands of the wets. Direct legislation is 
purely mechanical; it rules by force of num- 
bers, no possibility is offered for raising 
the moral issue. 


National Honor. 


HAT is the measure of the greatness

‘jut the one solution which we aré bound to 
rcept is tr he greatness of a nation fe 
measured by its fighting force. . 


There is no reason to dout that the hu 
man intelligence of Russia has reached a 
higher plane than it ever occupied before. 
The masses have received a liberal educa- 
tion by reason of war. revolution and an- 
archy But who would say that Russia is a 
greater nation in 1918, lying prostrate un- 
der the feet of the arrogant Hun, than in 
1915 when her armies had crossed the Car- 
pathians and were invading the plains of 
Hungary? We are prone to forget that a 
nation has a physical as well as a mental 
form. Just as the greatest human effi 
elency can only be attained from a sound 
mind operating in a sound body, so national 
greatness can never be secured if its phys 
feal foree ie neglected.

REAT BRITAIN’S war budget of $14,- 
000,000,000 is generally referred to as 
the biggest of its kind in the history of the 
world. It is true that Congress hes author- 
ized the Federal government to expend a 
little matter of $18,000,000,000 during the 
next fiscal year; but even our own financiers 
do not take Congress seriously. They refer 
to our Federal budget as a rough guess anc 
express the opinion that it is from $6,000, 
000,000 to $10,000,000,000 too high. The Con- 
gressional ‘guess last year was $7,000,000,000 
above the actual outlay. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, is very 
careful about its budgets. Each one is pre- 
pared by a government department and in- 
troduced in Parliament by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. They are based on an 
intelligent consideration of the needs of the 
government for the period they cover. Our 
Congress, however, has proved at least that 
the American people are not niggardly with 
their credit at this time. Every estimate 
it has made has been in excess of tbe 
amount actually expended, while eévery 

British budget has been exceeded. 


Southern California Rivers.

KE. W. Rice, IJr., president 
of the American. Inatitute 
of Electrical Engineers, es- 
timates that the coal used 
by steam railways during 
the year 1917 amounted to 
150,000,000 tons. By elec- 
trifying the railroads, he 
maintains, fully 100,000,000 
tons of this coal could be saved. 
declares, is an amount three times as large 
as the total coal exported from the United 
States during 1917. He mentions also the 
fact that the railroads consumed 40,000,000 
barrels of off, or 15 per cent. of all the oll 
produced, which should be conserved, he 
points out, for use in the ships of our new 
merchant marine, for the tractors that fill 
our fields, and the motor tracks that serve 
as feeders to our railways. . 

“Our waterfalls constitute potential 
wealth which can only be truly conserved,” 
says Mr. Rice, “by development and use. 
Millions. of horse power is running to waste 
every day which, once harnessed for the 
benefit of mankind, may become a perpetual 
source of wealth and prosperity.” 

Pointing out that 26 per cent. of the coal 


Operate our railroads, Mr. Rice makes the 
significant statement, that, under average 
conditions, the steam locomotive requires 
six pounds of coal per horse power hour 
while present central electrical stations 
could move the same trains with a consump- 
tion of only two pounds of coal per horse 
power hour. Electric locomotives, says Mr. 
Rice, speed up schedules fully 25 per cent., 
while cold weather that paralyzes steam 
traffic does not affect electrically operated 
lines. Where electricity has been substi- 
tuted for steam, he says, there has resulted 
fully 50 per cent. increase in available ca- 
pacity of existing tracks and other facilities. 

It is not alone in the operation of rail- 
roads, however, that the substitution of elec- 
tric current for steam effects a saving in 
coal while supplying a very efficient store of 
power. Hydraulic power derived from the 
streams of water, would be applied to 
thousands of industrial plants. Thirty mil- 
lion horse power is required annually for 
primary stationary power. Of this amount 
6,000,000 is furnished by water power, and 
the remaining 24,000,000 horse power by 
coal. If the 35,000,000 horse power avatiable 
from water were supplied entirely to pri- 
mary stationary power there would still re- 
main 5,000,000 horse power for railways or 
other. energyconsuming agencies. 


Electrifying Great Britain. 

Great Britain awakened to these facts with 
a start. Hemmed in by the sybmarine, her 
coaldiggers removed from the mines of 
Wales to the trenches of France, she has set 
about the huge project of electrifying the 
United Kingdom. Great Britain hag been 
‘using annually something like 80,000,000 
toms of coal. She is not using that much 
gow because she cannot get it. By electri- 
fication and use of her hydraulic powers it is 
estimated she will save tully 55,000,000 tons 
of coal annually. This has been worked out 
by the Ministry of Reconstruction in its elec. 
trification plans. It proposes now to set up 
sixteen huge central supply stations and ex- 
pects to effegt a saving in coal that, figured 
im dollars and cents, would be equivalent to 
$136;000,000 every year. France foffows suit 
with the development of new canals linking 
the Mediterranean and the North Sea and

the utilization of wasted energy in water 
power. Little Italy, having suffered much 
for want of fuel and power, forced to carry 
ber guns and munitions into the mountain 
tops by man power or animal power, and 
then abandon them in flight before a su. 
perior force because of the lack of transpor. 
tation facilities, will develop her water re- 
sources. 

In the United States a gigantic movement 
of far reaching importance is well under 
way. Under the direction of Dr. Harry Gar- 
field, the Fuel Administrator, the survey of 
power potentialities throughout the entire 
country has been pushed along this spring 
with a view of affording relief as quickly as 
possible for the strain upon power facilities. 
It is proposed to erect giant central genera- 
ting plants with main feed wires reaching 
to all the industrial communities within a 
given radius. It is proposed now to carry 
the mountain to Mahomet. 

It is planned to inaugurate this revolu- 
tionary industrial turnover from steam to 
electricity in the Beart of the Pennsylvania 
anthracite belt and to develop it thence all 
over the country. New York and Phila. 
delphia, two of the great producing centers 
in the nation’s war crisis, are to be linked 
up for the mutual benefit of the govern. 
ment’s plants and the privately owned en- 
terprises. The power is to be developed 
right at the mines and transmitted by high- 
voltage wires to the great plants engaged in 
war work. It is proposed to generate a mini- 
mum of 100,000 horse power, or about 70,000 
kilowatts, at each plant. In the city of Phila- 
delphia alone it is expected the net saving 
in coal consumption will amount to some- 
thing better than 500,000 tons of coal a year.

Private initiative plus governmental 
operation is expected to open ap the hydrau-

NITRIC ACID FOR THE ARMY AND NAVY. 
THE GREAT PLANTS OF THE KAISER AND 
WHAT THEY ARE DOING—THE NITRATE 
DEMAND OF OUR FARMS AND FACTORIES. 
OUR IMPORTS EQUAL FORTY MILLIONS A 
YEAR—DID THE CHILEZEAN 
COME FROM THE AIR?.

ARLINGTON (Va.) 1918. 

I can call epirite from the vasty deep. 

Why. so can I, or #0 Can any man; 

But will they come when you do call for them? 

HAVE come to Arlington to show you 
| how Uncle Sam is calling spirits, not 
from the vasty deep, but from the 

cumambient air. He is calling them to 
sist us in our great battles in Europe, 
more than that, they come when he 
call for them. I refer to the nitrates that 
we are to bring from the clouds to ald us 
in making munitions for fighting the Ger- 
mans, and the fertilizers needed for the 
food supply of the nation. 

Over here on the edge of the Potomac, 
within a stone's throw of Arlington Ceme- 
tery, the government has erected an_ex- 
perimental laboratory to study some of the 
great problems connected with the war. 
One of these is to extract nitrogen from the 
air. The problem is that for which, in 
1916, Congress appropriated $20,000,000, and 
the one for which tens of millions are being 
spent by the War Department at Muscle 
Shoals, on the Tennessee River, in North- 
eastern Alabama. 

The protress of the work at Muscle 
Shoals is a war secret. The plant there is 
to supply nitric acid for the explosives for 
the army and navy, and its construction is 
being pushed in every possible way. It is 
to supplement the nitrates we are import- 
ing from the deserts of Chile, and in time 
' to make us independent of the rest of the 
world in supplying the materials fer na- 
tional defense. The machinery here is much 
the same in miniature as that of the mighty 
plant there, and both are very similar to 
the hydroelectric plants of Germany, which 
are grabbing from the air the explosives 
for the Kaiser's great army. : 
Must Have Nitric Acid. 


Nitric acid is absolutely indispensable in 
‘Se munitions of the wars of today. It is 
used In the manufacture of powder for 
cartridges, and of high explosives, for shells 
end torpedoes. It is used in making gun- 
¢. tom, dynamite and gunpowders of every 
al and description: It is a part of ‘all 
smokeless powders, and is so important to 
ae bat ff our nitrates should give out we 
would be out of the war in a very few 
weeks. At present all of our nitric acid is 
obtained from the saif ‘er we import 
from the deserts of Chile, and ‘he greater 
of the nitrogen we using *comes 
from that source. 

The necessity for a supply of nitrates 
vithin our own boundaries was brought >< 
fore Congress at the beg'nning of the war 
in Burope, when the Bureau of Ordnance 
asked that storehouses “e orected and a 
reserve supply of 32,500 tons be imported 
for the possible demands of the future. At 
that time it was said that we had only 
25,000 tons on hand, which was about one- 
twentieth the quantity Germany had laid in 
to make her explosives. The amount she 
had was several hundred thousand tons. 
Nevertheless, when the war began, it was 
all used within a few months. Her guns 
ate up gunpowder at the rate of $1,000,000 
a day, and it is only through the nitrates 
she has taken out of the air that she has 
been able to continue the struggle. 


Germany has Plenty of Nitrate. 


Indeed, it is said that Germany went into 
the war only upon the completion of her 
machinery to make nitrates. She knew 
that her importations from Chile would be 
cut off as soon as war was declared, and 
although she believed that her reserve suf- 
ply would last her for the short time to 
; elapse before victory came, she did not dare 
to risk a long war until she could make 
| nitrates of her own. It is said that she has 

spent $100,000,000 to this end, and that she 
has made 500,000 tons of nitrates since she 
declared war. She has now several great 
plants, which have supplied not only the 
bulk of the nitrates for her explosives, but 
also @ part of the uitroren needed as fer

tilizer and as feeding stuff for horses and 
cattle. The Germans are making a nitro- 
gen yeast which is good not only as fodder, 
but as a food for human beings, and it is 
said that they will soon be independent of 
the outside world for nitrate supplies of 
all kinds. 

Our nitrate situation, at the present writ- 
ing, is just the reverse of that of Germany. 
We are importing the most of the nitrates 
we use. Before the war broke out we 
were paying to foreign countries an annual 
tribute of more than $40,000,000 for mate 
rials of that kind. Almost half of the 
amount went to Chile, from where we got 
more than 500,000 tons of nitrate of soda 


It is estimated that one pound of nitrogen 
properly applied to the soil will increase 
the yield of wheat by one-third. It is one 
of the most important elements of the bal- 
anced fertilizers of today, and it is largely 
due to it that the countries of Northern 
Europe get so much more out of their land 
than we do. By means of it Germany has 
increased its average yield per acre of all 
crops several times as much as we have. 
Indeed, we cannot get along without nitrates 
in our manufacture of fertilizers, and they 
are of an enormous importance.to the food 
supply of the present. : 

We need many thousands of tons of nitro- 
gen for our military explosives. We need

ner annum. Another large part went to 
Great Britain and Germany, which countries 
sold us ammonium sulphate, the same stuff 
that we are getting as a by-product from 
our coke plants and gas works: and about 
30,000 tons came from Canada in the shape 
of calcium cyanamid. The latter is a form 
of fixed nitrogen which the Canadians are 
taking out of the air by means of a great 
electric plant located on their side of 
Niagara Falls. Just prior to the war they 
were taking out 64,000 tons per annum by 
means of the cheap water power there. In 
addition, we bought more than $5,000,000 
worth of nitrogenous fertilizers in tank- 
age, fish scrap and other refuse animal mat- 
ter from different parts of the globe, and 
we imported other nitrogen compounds in 
the shape of chemicals, which were valued 
at more than $12,000,000. These came from 
Europe and chiefly from Germany. 
Fertilizer Big Figure. 


As to our own production of nitrates, we 
were then producing in the neighborhood 
of 200,000 tons in the shape of ammonium 
sulphate. This came from the by-product 
coke oven# which recently have been estab- 
lished in connection with our largest blast 
furnaces and from our gas works that make 
coke. We got also a considerable amount 
from the tankage and other products of our 
slaughterhouses, and, in addition. many 


‘thousands of tons in_the shape of fish scrap 


and cottonseed meal. Nearly all of this 
went into fertilizer of one kind or another. 
Indeed, the amount we spend for the nitro- 
fen we Use on our farms, taking all the 
products into consideration, is said to be 
about $75,000,000 per year, and we might 
spend much more at a profit.

vast quantities in our chemical industries, 
and also im the ammonia necessary for 
our .efrigerating »lants of one kind or an- 
other. All ot che fresh food that goes 
across the water is cerried in cold storage 
chambers, which are cooled with ammonia, 
and the same is true of the cooling plants 
of the meat-packing industry. In short, we 
must have hundreds of thousands of tons 
of fixed nitrogen every year, and at pres- 
ent about half of all we use comes from 
abroad and mostly from Chile. The sapply 
is deficient, and we shall need all we can 
make for some time in the future. 


The Chilean Nitrate Fields. 


I have traveled through the Chilean ni- 
trate fields and have watched them taking 
out the salts and loading them on ships to 
be sent to our country. The nitrates come 
from the great desert which lies between 
the Pacific Ocean and the Andes Mountains 


Sahara. it has not a blade of grass or any 
green thing, and in parts of it you would 
have to go 100 miles for a drink. It is all 
rock, stone and sand, with here and there 
beds of salty particles that reflect the rays 
of the sun, infaming the eyes. It is this 
salt when extracted that fornis the nitrates 
of commerce. There are great beds of it 
in ‘the desert. They “ran north and south 
for a distance of about 400 miles begin- 
ning below Antofagasta, from which most 
of the nitrate is shipped, and extending be- 
yond the-port of Iquique, which is sot far 
from Peru. : Beth ports are in Chilé. The 
belt in which the nitrate deposits We is 
confined to that country. It is from twenty 
to 100 miles back from the coast, and it

Ni- 
agare Falls and Buffalo are well-known Mus 
trations of the efficacy of hydro-electric pow- 
er. The strain on Niagara has become so 
great that the government iatc!y has con- 
sidered legislation to consolidate two hydro- 
electric power companies here to provide 
270,000 additional horse power in order to 
speed up war work. 


Holyoke, Mags. affords anotaer excellent 
illustration of the general good results ob 
tainable through the utilization of neglected 
water facilities. Three lines of canals with 
a fall of sixtyone feet develop 30,000 
horse power, distributing ener&y over a ra. 
dius of sixty miles. In line with this there 
has been developed lately the proposition to 
utilize the canals lying adjacent to the Penn- 
syivania coal mines and thua facilitate the 
transportation of coal to tidewater. It has 
been proposed also to develop hydro-electric 
power in the same way while opening up the 
whole system of inland waterways. Promo 
ters of this project point out that to “carry 
on” this work would serve the country in 
three vital ways: First, facilitate the com 
mon defense; second, relieve the problem of 
coal transportation as well as cut the cost. 
end third, provide valuable sources of hydro 
electric power. 

From these actualities already under way 
it is but a step to the more general utiliza- 
tion of electricity in the home as well as in 
the industrial plant. It is not unreasorable 
to expect that the time will arrive ere long 
when the modern bome will be heated by 
electricity conveyed by the great transmis. 
sion trunk lines from the huge central power 
plants. in the East these central plants will 
be located alongside the mines; in the West 
they will be located at the big rivers and 
waterfalls, as at Keokuk along the Missis. 
sippi. 

Electricity to solve the food problem 
brings up other interesting pictures.

Heroic Rise of the Dutch Republic. By Frank J. K lingberg, U. 82&, 


T 18 a strange fact that the small tri- 
angular half-submerged corner of BPu- 
rope, now divided about equally between 

Belgium and Holland, has been struggled for 
as desperately as if it had been the garden 
of Eden instead of the bottom of the sea. 
The ocean has been both the friend and the 
foe of the people living in this low land, 
nether land, hollow land or Holland. Land 
reclaimed from the sea has been preserved 


by dykes and the water of the Rhine carried 
off by canals above the level of the fields but 
which are so much below the level of the 
high tide that gates prevent the waters from 
piling in on the land. 
“Foreign tyranny from the earliest ages, 
has coveted this meager territory as lust 
fully as it has sought to wrest from their 


- Bative possessors those lands with the fatal 


gift of beauty for their dower; while the 
gehius of loerty has inspired as noble « 
resistance to oppression here as i ever 
aroused in Grecian or Italian breasts.” 

These words of the great American writer, 
the historian, Motley, who described the 
heroic Dutch struggle for al) time, ring with 
added meaning today, when another great 
chapter hag been acting itself out in the de 
velopment of modern liberty. Americans are 
proud that one of their countrymen, in burn- 
ing pages, pictured ome of the greatest 
crises in history, setting forth the glowing 
seenes, the pageant and color, of the Dutch 
resistance to the strongest, most powerful 
empire of the world at that time. These 
scenes of disaster, battles, sieges, excutions, 
deeds of tyranny, and of superhuman resist. 
ance, says Motley, reveal the world’s most 
awful spectacle of human energy, human 
suffering and human strength to endure. 

Caesar discovered the remarkable fighting 
qualities of the early population of these 
marshy lands. The people were partly Ger- 
man and partly Celtic. The Belgae were the 
bravest of all the Celts, Caesar sald, and in 
the Batavians, who lived in a Rhine island, 
the Romans found the finest cavalry who 
thereafter fought upon every battlefield of 
Europe. The Batavians, having won the re- 
spect of the Romans, paid no tribute, but fur- 
nished their blood. Gaul was “pacified” as 
every schoolboy knows by hunting and ex- 
terminating the fierce tribes like beasts of 
prey. 

Swarms of the wandering nations, Saxons, 
Franks, Vandals and others trampled over 
the Netherlands, during the decline of Rame 
but after the creat shake-up, the Belgian 
portion of the Netherlands is occupied by 
the Celtic group, and the “free Frisians” 
closely akin to the Anglo-Saxons have the 
future Dutch territory. 

Charlemagne tried to subdue the chaos, to 
Christianize and rule over a great empire 
including the triangle of low lands, but when 
his empire broke up, this fragment of watery 
land “which the Romans hardly knew 
whether to call land or water” fell into five 
eenturfes of isolation.

Wonderful Art in Netherlands. 


Not only were the Flemish unrivalled in 
the mechanical arts. Another anomaly as 
surprising as the development of such 
wealth in a meager country, was the per- 
fection of art. The Van Bycks and numbers 
of other painters used brilliant colors and 
combinations never seen before and were 
the forerunners of other schools of painters 
whose wonderful secrets of color have never 
since been learned. The drab low countries, 
without the magnificent variety and beauty 
of landscape of other favored lands, have 
been the home of art and of fabulous 
wealth. 

Charles V_ had been able in a few years 
to collect more than 24,000,000 of ducats 
from the Netherlands and of 5,000,000 of 
gold making up the annual imperial income, 
he received more than 2,000,000 from the 
thriving hive of industry In the Low Coun- 
tries, white spain and the Indies furnished 
500,000 each. Thus the small circle inclos 
ing the Netherlands poured out more reve- 
nue than all the wealth of the silver mines 
i. Mexico and Peru, supposed to be the 
never ceasing fountain of Spanish riches. 

While Charlies V had regarded the Nether- 
lands as his ‘treasury and forced extraordt- 
nary subsidies from them for his wars with 
which they had no concern, yet he was 
popular there, being a Fleming born Ghent 
was hig birtholece. and it was his policy to 


appoint only Flemings to office fn the Neth- 
erlands and also to put them in high places 
in Spain. The great sweep of his empire 
gave the Dutch merchants ample space to 
trade in, his wars offered employment to 
those who liked this profession and his mill- 
tary genius and distinction won him the re- 
spect of the turbulent, prosperous folk by 
the sea. 

The Emperor boasted that he was born a 
soldier, saying to officers who flocked from 
all parts of the empire to serve under him, 
“I love peace no better than the rest of you; 
so long as | have these banners I will never 
leave you idle.” This energy and a great 
calmness of temperament under stress made 
him the idol of soldiers of fortune. He 
seemed to be without fear, and along with 
his warlike tastes, he had good skill in lead- 
ing a charge, planning a campaign, and 
handittig the art of “victualling ‘his troops,” 
and setting an army into the field. 

Hig strenuous lifé and personal tabits 
made an old man of him at 55. He had en: 
dured every hardship on his campaigns ex- 
cept hunger but forty years of heavy ea..." 
left him in the clutches of gout. At dina » 
he always partook of twenty dishes, reveling 
in sardine omelettes, eel piesa, pickled par- 
tridges, fat capons, quince syrups, and 
flagons of wine, quantities of pastry and 
sweetmeats, and at midnight came a second 
supper, the heaviest of the day, for good 
measure. 

Brilliant festivities marked in 1555 his ab- 
dication in favor of his son Philip Il; a great 
political spectacle was staged magnificently 
by the Emperor, who loved display.

The terrifying sensation of seeing the 
ocean surround them overwhelmed the 
Spaniards, who were not seamen. Their 
paths and roads sank out of sight, and the 
wild Zealanders sprang out of their boats to 
harpoon them like fish. The dikes were 
crumbling and during a pitch black night, 
the city wall fell, opening the city to the 
foe. The enemy, however, hearing the 
crash, too brave to fear man, believed the 
hand of God was against them, and fied 
from the black waters and the tempest. 
Bread was thrown from the boats to the 
weeping multitudes, who gathered in the 
churches to sing their hymns of thanksgiv- 
ing.

I hope my readers won't think I*am writ- 
ing an advertisement for Catalina Island. 
Nothing of the sort, but I am free to confess 
that I am now and always have been in love 
with the place, and think there is nothing 
like it. The Mediterranean can't hold a 
candle to it. 

“Mr. Shatto and I always intended to make 
the island a great sportseman’s resort, stock 
it with wild animals, deer, antelope, part- 
ridges, pheasants, wild turkeys and so on 
There are no wild animals to prey on the 
game, the only vermin being a small fiying 
fox, a sort of squirrel But things changed 
and the programme was never carried out 

When the Hotel Metropole was built, it 
was never dreamed what a business would 
be done. It was always supposed that people 
would have their cottages there for summer 
recreation, and that a few people would use 
the hotel. There were not enough rooms for 
a crowd and whal there were, were too 
small. However, we had such a rush an? 
the place became so popular that I was 
sorely pressed to know where to house the 
guests. We pat up some tents which helped 
somewhat, had cots im the passages and 
even gave blankets and pillows for the sur- 
plus to sleep in the hall, some on the bDil- 
liard tabled and some on the floor. We 
could feed them al! right, but the sleeping 
was a hard proposition. Still there was 
little grumbling. 

I soon learned who was the boss in the 
families. As two could not dress at the 
same time in the same room, I knew who- 
ever came down first was the second fiddle, 
and the one that remained in bed had all the 
say. Consequently if it was the hubby, | 
kept him happily employed, if it was wifey 
she was looked after. In this way I was 
able to reduce the work of entertaining 
down to a fine point. But when three girls 
all occupied the same single bed, I had to 
watch closely to see who was last, and some- 
times then got fooled as to the boss. 

As the steamer during the week came 
over every other day at first, the ice used 
to melt, and when 1000 pounds left the main- 
land, only about 500 pounds reached the 
hotel. We had a large cool storeroom, but 
meat easily spoiled, and fruit as well. One 
time I ordered six dozen chickens, intend 
ing to keep them ready to kill, but a mistake 
was made in the order and instead of send. 
ing them alive they were killed, plucked and 
beautifully packed in a barrel. The store- 
keeper notified me the chickens hadn't come 
thinking the barrel contained crockery or 
hardware, and, being pushed for time, the 
cask wasn't unpacked for 4 few days. So of 
course whea it was reached all the contents 
were spoiled end had to be thrown away. 
So instead of chicken for the Sunday dinner. 
fresh fish took its place.

The Fire. 


We had a catastrophe, however, that 
brought the season at Catalina to a close 
earlier than was intended. One night to 
wards the end of September, about 2 o'clock 
a.m., cries of “Fire, Fire!” awakened us all 
and an intense blaze lit up the whole 
heavens. The kitchen, a one-story wing at 
the back of the hotel, was on fire and threat- 
ened to spread to the whole house. The wa 
ter mains had been plugged and tampered 
with so that we could not use the hose. As 
soon as possible we organized a bucket bri 
gade from the sea, using wash pitchers, slop 
bowls, wash tubs, a bucket or two and any 
container we could find Ladders were 
raised, I used an ax and cut away the roof 
where it joined the main building and others 
threw the salt water on the flames. Dan Me 
Farland came over from the Aggie with his 
guests and crew, and ethers in the bay did 
the same. We had ao lack of help, but 
precious little apparatus, but wonder behold, 
the fire was put under coatrol and the only 
bad damage was to the kitchen roof and one 
side. 

There were some curious scenes that, 
after the fire was over, were ,. .chbeble. One 
lady was discovered sitting on a sofa in 
full calling costume so far as the upper part 
was concerned, best hat, diamond earrings, 
necklace, bracelets, sealskin coat, etc, but 
no shoes and stockings, and only a night 
dress ag a skirt. A gentleman, who forgot 
he was still in his pajamas, was seen tug 
ging down a great trunk from the third 
story, with all his clothes packed in it, and 
with the lock snapped and the key inside. 
One couple came down carrying their 
clothes; the lady went to the jadies’ parior 
to dress and found she nad her husband's 
pants instead of her skirt. ‘However; all 
was straightened out at last, but the seare 
sent many home, so we decided to call the 
season over. and shut up the Hotel Metropole 
for repairs. 

A Queer Mining Scheme. 

In 1889 Mr. Henry Defty, a mining engi 
neer from England, went over to Catalina 
Island on a prospecting trip and claimed to 
have found sufficient evidence of mineral dé 
posits to warrant his forming a corporation 
to work the ore. Not wishing to encumber 
the property with leases and so forth, Mr. 
Shatto finally agre@d to give an option to 
purchase the whole island, including of 
course mineral rights, for the sum of $400,- 
000. So Mr. Defty contented himself with 
this proposition, took the option, and set te 
work on the purchase. 

A short time afterwards, he returned 
from England with Col. C. F. Smith who 
represented a London syndicate, and after a 
thorough Inspection, they decided to close 
the purchase and paid $89,000 towards the 
price. Instead of a deed and mortgage, an 
agreement to convey was only given, the 
purchasers being the International Mining 
Snydicate of London, signed for by Col. C. F. 
Smith. 

I was left in charge of the island as before, 
but nothing ever was done in the way af 
improvements, and the advertising stopped. 
I forget how long after this we began to 
suspect a promoters’ scheme, but it turned 
out to be that; Col. Smith never came out 
again, no representative turned up, and no 
one knew for certain what was going to 
happen. 

The property, of course, still belonged to 
Mr. Shatto, subject to his agreement to sell 
to the English company. However, the ia- 
terest and deferred payments were de 
faulted, and no satisfactory explanation was 
ever made from headquarters. 

Then an uafortunate railway accident 
took place. Mr. Shatto was riding in a ca- 
boose, returning from «a mine inspection. 
and while asleep on a bench im the car, was 
violently thrown down when some cars were 
carelessly shunted, so that his neck was 
broken. 

It was a sad, sad ending to an active, up- 
right, life, but he luckiby suffered no pain.

ROM the day that Eve transacted bust- 

F ness with the snake in the Garden of 

Eden animals became sacred, and be- 
ing sacred they were naturally worshiped. 

Readers of the Bible will recall how Aaron 
made the Golden Calf in the wilderness, how 
Jeroboam. set up calves for worship in 
Bethel and Dan, and how one of the four 
cherubim of prophetic vision had the face 
of an ox, the king of tame beasts. In this 
connection it is interesting to remember 
that one derivation given from the Hebrew 
word “Elouhim” God, is from “oul” mean- 
ing horn. 

These so-called deities, tame as far as 
possible, were of almost every conceivable 
variety, from the vulture to the swallow or 
goose, from the lion to the shrew mouse, 
from the hippopotamus to the sheep and the 
moakey, from the crocodile to the tortoise 
and the cobra, from the carp to the eel and 
from the scorpion to the scarab beetle. Just 
hew these respective animals became the 
s¥mbol of good and evil among the primi- 
tive and barbarous of men is still somewhat 
in dolbt. On the sibject Sir George Grey, 
says, “The natives represent their family 
Rhames ag being derived from some animal 
common in the district, which really means 
that they believe him to be their protector, 
thus they pray to him and he becomes 
sacred.” 

One thing, however, is certain each tribe 
considers itself to be descended. from the 
object of its reverence. 
which were either harmful or of great serv- 
ice were made the subject of a special cult. 
Py some it is held that this worship of ani- 
mals has its origin in metempsychosis, or 
im the belief that animals are inhabited by 
the souls of dead ancestors. 

The African believes in the transmigra- 
tion ef souls into hyenas. And Strabo says 
that, “The inhabitants of Sais held sheep 
sacred, those of Lykopolis, the wolf, those 
of Hermopolis, the dog and ape, those of 
Memphis the baboon, the Thebans the eagle, 
the people of Leontapolis, the lion, the 
people of Mendesiea, the goat, and those of 
Anthribite the shrew mouse.”

Having made his prayer and offering he 
perceptibly brightened up, and in a short 
time lost all fear of this—to him, strange 
way of traveling. 

I was the oarsman, Monroe the sitcersm-n 
| certainly admired him as he sat there in 
the stern so straight and alert, scanning 
the stream, and the shores and valley 4 
with his big and kindly, all seeing eyes. Me 
was a man of medium height and weight, 
and in all bis actions ds quick and lithe as 
a cat. His father was Hugh Monroe, the 
first white man to see the country between 
the headwaters of the Saskatchewan and 
Missouri rivers. His mother had been the 
daughter of Lone Walker, the greatest chief, 
perhaps, the Pikuni ever had. He was him- 
self a brave and Woted warrior, loved and 
honored by his own people, and feared by 
the many tribes with whom the Pikuni were 
ever at war. I considered it a great privi- 
lege to be in his company in this adventure. 


Hour after hour of the warm April day 
we drifted and rowed down the swift cur- 
rent, and toward evening entered the upper 
end of the wonderful sandstone and trap 
formation of the upper river, which is alone 
worth crogsing the continent to bee. Here 
the river bottoms are small and narrow, 
and walled in with towering cliffs of the 
white and red rock, carved into innumer 


Mailed warriors? Peasantry going to pay 
tribute to their overlord? 

“Ha! See the band of bighorns mounting 
there!”® Monroé exclaims, and the dream is 
broken. 

On and on we drifted through these weird 
scenes, more and more enchanting as cliff 
after cliff took on fhe colors of the setting 
sun. Just ahead three olf buffalo bulls 
stood motionless on a sand bar. Deer and 
elk came boldly out from the belts of cot- 
tonwood for thelr evening drink. Came 
also covey after covey of sharptail grouse 
to sup the water, and, clacking and scold- 
ing, chase one another along the sands. 
Here and there big gray wolves raised the 
eall for the evening hunt, and coyotes gath- 
ered to follow them and feast upon their 
‘eavings. As dusk came on  »beavers 
‘merged from their safe hidden homes in 
the cutbanks, and swam up and down the 
stream playing tag, and loudly spatting th 
water with their broad flat tails. Oh, there 
was life enough In those days in the weird 
old badlands, and now—I doubt that even a 
grouse can be found in the whole length of 
them. 


We needed fres meat and held council as 
to what kind shold be killed: and while we 
were debating the matter a lone yearling 
bighorn ram appeared 6n a steep slope right 
over us. I snatched up my rifle, took quick 
aim, and at the report of the weapon the 
animal gave one leap ahead and fell, and 
rolled and bownced down into the river 
with a mighty splash. We towed it to the 
head of an island and soon had it dressed, 
and a fire going Some of the liver and 
meat broiled. with coffee. crackers, and a 
ean of tomatoes, furnished a good meal for 
us: a far better one than I bad enjoyed for 
some time. When it was devoured to the 
very last scrap, Lone Elk lighted his big 
stone pipe and we smoked by turns. And 
then we loaded the meat into the skiff and 
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drifted a couple of miles down the dark 
river to another island, and drew out onte 
the sandy shore and went to sleep witb 
easy minds; uny prowling war party that 
iad seen our cooking fire would certainly 
not pot us beside it. ‘ 

The deep and winding river valley was 
not uninhabited. Here and there, generally 
at the foot of a rapid, or shallow bar, were 
the log shacks of “wood hawks,” men who 
cut and corded along the banks great quan- 
tities of fuel for the steamboats that every 
summer plied their way from far St. Louis * 
to Fort Benton With loads of freight. The 
wood hawks were without exception brave 
and hardy men. Always likely to be at 
tacked by war parties of many tribes, they, 
so to speak, cut wood with one hand and 
held an ever ready rifle in the other; and 
despite their caution and watchfulness, 
many and many a one of them was riddled ; 
ooner or later by the arrows or bullets of 
the enemy. But there were always others 
ready to take their place: with wood at §20, 
and even $30 a cord, men gladly risked thetr 
lives to cut and sell it. 

Monroe and I were acquainted with many 
of the wood hawks, for Fort Benton was 
headquarters for them all. Thither they 
all gathered twice a year to buy supplies, 
and to squander their big rolls of money. 
So it was that they often hailed us from the 
bank and invited us to their cabins, where 
they set before us the best they had, and 
beaged news of the upper country, and 
the Sta They were all pleased with the 
object of our journey, and hoped that we 
vous get away with all the Assiniboine | 

erds. 


Just below the mouth o. the Musselshell | 
we camped for the night with Angus Mc 
Donald an4 his men. Angus, or Red, as he 
was called. was a fierce looking, big and 
powerful South-American, and an old, old- 
timer on the upper river. The Assiniboines 
and other tribes hated and feared him, for 
he had invariably worsted them in many en- 
counters during the years that he had lived 
here and ther: slong the river. He took no 
avoidable chances with them. His cabins 
were always stockaded and looped for rife 
fire, and when his crew was at work one 
man was always kept on tt: ~.kout for the 
enemy. Nevertheless, only . week before 
our arrival one of the men had been shot 
full of arrows in broad daylight while go 
Ing to the river for water, and in the 
evening of that day the war party had at- 
tempted to get the work horses out of the 
corral adjoining the cabin. Fafling to open 
the chained and padlocked gate, they had 
yegun shooting at the animals, and man- 
aged to kill and cripple several of them 
before being driven off by the riffe fire of 
the wood hawks 

“And the worst of ft was,” Angus con- 
cluded, fairly hissing the @ords through 
his red, bristly mustache, “the worst of it 
was that we didn't get ary a one 0° the out- 
fit. It was that dark that a windowless 
dugout couldn't have been darker.

The present is the best time in which to 
trim nearly all plants that have lately 
bloomed. For now will be made the new 
growth which will continue more or less 
throughout the summer an® this 
growth will come the * cs of next yéar. 
This prograr .« especially marked in 
the case of ecacias, these trees setting their 
next flowering buds very shortly after the 
present flowering season. Prune the an- 
nual-blooming roses, such as the several 
Cherokees, at once. Lilacs, bridal wreaths 
and all the flowering deciduous shrubs 
should also fall under the knife or shears. 
Do the work now, not next month. 


A Preak Season. 


"Because the outumn-and early winter of 


the season just passing were most unusually 
dry, in fact without a preced-nt, followed 
by copious and sufficient rains, the seasonal 
development of many plants and many sorts 
of plants has been very freakish. Do not 
therefore depend upon it as a criterion of 
what will occur each succeeding rear; 
rather judge by what has gone before.

The Red Cherokee Sport.

Pruning Time. 

The present is the best time In which to 
trim nearly all plants that have lately 
bloomed. For now will be made the new 
growth which will continue more or less 
throughout the summer and upon this 
growth will come the flowers of next year. 
This programme is especially marked in 
the case of acacias, these trees setting their 
next flowering buds very shortly after the 
present flowering season. Prune the an- 
nual-blooming roses, such as the several 
Cherokees, at once. Lilacs, bridal wreaths 
and all the flowering deciduous shrubs 
should also fall under the knife or shears. 
Do the work now, not next month. 


A freak Season. 


Because the autumn and early winter of 


the season just passing were most unusually 
dry, in fact without a preced-xt, followed 
by copious and sufficient rains, the seasonal 
development of many plants and many sorts 
of plants has been very freakish. Do not 
therefore depend upon it as a criterion of 
what will occur each succeeding rear; 
rather judge by what has gone before.

The long almost rainiess ear that ended 
about February, 1918, was a severe test of 
the drouth-resistant qualities of all classes 
of plants, native as well as exotic. The

It is true that during a fast the 
body feeds upon itself, but it happens that 
it first proceeds to devour matter that 
should be got rid of.

The late Dr. Dewey claimed that during 
4a protracted fast the most malignant tumor 
may be absorbed. 

You may say that we often read how 
people have died after a week, or ten days, 
of starvation. There is a great difference 
between fasting and starvation. Fasting is 
voluntary; starvation is unvoluntary. Star- 
vation, as in the case of shipwrecked ma- 
riners, or lost prospectors, is usually ac- 
companied by great mental agony, exposure 
and physical suffering. That is what does 
the harm, not the abstinence from food. 

It may also be said that death occasion- 
ally terminates a protracted fast. Sure. I 
have also heard of deaths following a brief 
illness, dpring which the patient was stuffed 
with food and doped with drugs. In such 
cases the death is not ascribed to the treat- 
ment administered by eminent medical prac- 
titioners, but to the disease. How illogical. 
Hereward Carrington writes as follows on 
this phase of the subject in “Vitality, Fast- 
ing and Nutrition:” 

“In the last stages of many diseases, I do. 
not doubt that a cure is quite impossible to 
effect, even by fasting, aided by all other 
hygienic auxiliaries. But the case should 
not have been left thus long before treat- 
ment was begun. The cause of the pa-- 
tient’s death is, therefore, not the fasting, 
from which the body derives extreme bene 
fit in every case, but the previous, lengthy 
and neglected diseases, which rendered the 
system Incapable of being cured by any 
means; in fact, rendered the case absolutely 
hopeless. That so very few deaths result 
from fasting, then, shows the almost .un- 
limited petency of this method of treatment; 
and shows also that death, in such cases, 
always results in spite of, not on account of, 
the fast having been ultimately undertaken.” 

During the past quarter of a century many 
persons have, with great benefit to their 
health, undergone periods of total abstinence 
from food, ranging up to seventy-five days. 
The limit where starvation is reached ap- 
pears to be about ninety days, judging from 
cases where the stomach hag been irrepa- 
rably tnjured by a corrosive chemical. 

There are two sure things about a fast. 
First: the unpleasant feelings-——-and they are 
often unpleasant enough, as when a man 
gives up the use of alecohol—last only from 
two to three days. After that all is peace 
and comfort. Second; the average loss of 
weight during a fast ts ome pound a day. if 
a person is much overweight. it will be 
more. If a person is very thin, it will be 
somewhat less. 

There are few simple precautions that 
must be taken In fasting. To begin with, 
if you have been living entirely on cooked 
foods, lacking in the important mineral ele 
ments, so that your system is deficient in 
these elements, you should, before beginning 
a fast, live for a month principally on fresh 
fruits and salad plants, in order that you 
may have a proper start’ Otherwise you are 
likely to suffer. It is absolutely essential 
that—at least during the first days of a fast 
—the bowels should be emptied daily by 
means of am enema, as during a fast they 
do not work normally. Many have found 
fasting a failure because they did not ob- 
serve this simple rule. It is astonishing how 
much waste matter may come from the 
bowels after one, two or three weeks of fast- 
ing, showing how necessary such a house 
cleaning was. A warm bath should be taken 
daily. Drink water according to thirst. 
The fast should continue until the tongue is 
clean, and there is real hunger, not merely 
appetite. 

The main thing is for you to have conf- 
dence in the outcome. If you have not that 
confidence, you should not fast, for your 
mental attitude will prevent it from bene- 
fiting you as it should. 

The most striking immediate effects of a 
fast are the great Increase in keenness of 
the perceptive faculties—sight, hearing and 
smetiing. The intellect becomes much 
brighter, and mental tasks that seemed 
heavy are now trifies. 

Care must be exercised in breaking «6 
long fast. 

Short fasts of from one day to a week are 
often of much benefit. A good plan is to 
fast every week for twenty-four hours, which 
may be done easily abstaining from food 
from the evening meal of one day to the eve- 
ning meal of the next.

Heroism of the F: Women. 

The world will never know what France 
endured while she and England were being 


prepared for war, what France suffered when’ 


the news came to her of the martyrdom of 
Belgium, when she heard of her northern 
cities beime @estroyved and her art treasures 
being wrecked. In those months the news 
would come to a home that one boy had 
been killed, and then another, and some 
times a third one—and sometimes even the 
father. For I have seen in the French army 
fathers and their boys fighting together in 


the same regiment, and sometimes dying on 
the same day of the same battlefield. 

One incident that came under my notice 
illustrates the heroic spirit of my people. 
One day my regiment was billeted in a small 
town. Our colonel asked us to give a pa- 
rade for the few inhabitants of the place. 
The ceremony was over, and the soldiers 
stood at attention while the Marseillaise 
was being played—it was my privilege to 
carry the flag that day. Suddenly a woman 
of the place broke through the ranks, came 
to me and reaching for the fringe of the 
flag, held it lovingly, kissed it, and buried 
her face In its folds. The colonel, surprised, 
came and said, “What is it, mother?” 

She handed him a letter, which contained 
a notice of the death of her fourth and last 
child—and she was a widow. And she said, 
“I have given all to France. The flag is my 
only love, but how proud [ am of it.”—

|@re as a necessary plant food, perhaps be- 
cause dictums tald down by “authorities” 
die slowly, but those engaged in the real 
business of husbandry are very surely com- 
ing to accept it as such. How then does 
the plant get these mineral foods and 
nitrates which must be carried up to its 
aerial parts? The anewer is, by a set of 
roots or rootiets which reach out sidewise 
in the soll and from which again fine root 
hairs grow. The root hairs are the true 
mineral and nitrate food gatherers of the 
plant, as the stomach of the leaves are the 
aerial food absorbers through which the 
carbonic acid of the air is obtained. While 
it ie true that plant roots, being natural ab- 
sorbers of water, necessarily obtain limited 
supplies of such mineral food and nitrates 
as may happen to be sufficiently dissolved 
in the water they absorb, this faculty of 
root absorption ts not their real foodo>- 
talming machinery. As the plants develop 
and an increased water supply is required. 
the deep roots elongate and also put out 
epreaders. Also more roots are sent down 
both fram the original main roots and from 
the lateral roots that spread out in the soll.

The greater the depth 
of the organized loam above the subsoil, 
the greater and deeper the development of 
feeding rootlets, because it offers wider 
pasturage for these rootlets. [If the plants 
depended upon simple absorption of free 
liquids from the soil, we could not account 
for thelr obtaining food from perfectly 
drained loam in which no free water is 
found, yet we know that they feed freely 
in such loam. This so far refers particu- 
larly to plants that deyelop their produce 
in the air above ground, and while it is all 
applicable to the class of agricultural plants 
the useful product of which is rootage de- 
veloped belew the surface, there is a dit- 
ference to be observed in feeding. The 
root plants, like potatoes, turnips, carrots. 
parsnips, beets, etc.. develop their produce 
only in the depth of the loam, and while 
they send down roots for water, they do 
not develop any produce in the subsoil. For

Many novices in sheep raising, through 
a misconception of the nature and re 
quirements of the sheep, have been disap- 
pointed in the results of ‘their investment 
and labor Men who have bred and fed 
sheep all their lives say tha, they never 


mails. Sheep require care, knowledge of 
their habits, clean water, protection from 
dampness, sufficient and palatable feed, 
and protection from dogs and wild anil- 
mails. They are subject to a number of 
diseases and are the most difficult of do- 
mestic animals to treat, seldom recover. 
ing from severe sickness. 


Tt is easy to figure enormous profits on 
paper, showing that each ewe, costing so 
much, will yield so much wool, worth such- 
and-such a price, a lamb or two that 
will bring $10 or $15 on the market. But 


many factors usually overlooked by the 


thusiastic claims, through causing disap- 
pointment in results, has done much to 
discourage the keeping of farm flocks. 


Southern California has many advan- 
tages in the way of climate and’ feeds 
which ate not enjoyed by corn-belt and 
eastern States, and it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that the beginner will realize some 
profit from the start. However, he must 
make an effort to learn something about 
sheep before attempting to raise them and 


No doubt many lovers of good stock, 
who have not had much to do with sheep, 
will learn to like them through exper?

N RABBIT keeping, as in housekeeping, 
| attention to small conveniences is of 

great value in assuring speed and thor- 
oughness in the day's work. W 
hutehes and yards, with handy feeding and 
cleaning arrangements, make possible the 
handiieg of a large number of rabbits in 
short time devoted morning and evening 
to their care. 

Where it ts possible to havé the floor of 
the entire rabbitry bullt of cement, the’ 
morning cleaning is made easier, though a! 
hard earth floor serves very well. ‘The idea 
of inclesing the whole plant with cat-proof 
fencing, overhead as well as on the sides, 
is practiced by a tumber of growers. tn 
some cases wire netting is used for this 

pose, Which has the advantage of allow- 
plenty of sunshine. During the summer 
months quick growing vines or palm leaves 


shade. Lath has been em- 
ployed by one lecal rabbitry in the same 
maueer with very satisfactory results. 


The arrangement of hutches in tiers, one 
above another, has many advantages, Both 
space and effort are conserved tn this way. 
The slant roof of the lower hutch serves to 
shed the droppings from the open floor 
above, which is built of lath in many cases. 
The morning cleaning is thus simplified. 

Care should be taken that the spaces be- 
tween the lathe or wooden strips used for 
the feor are mot too wide. An added con- 
ven'ence ip the bellding of these floors is 
to “e them im interchangeable sections, 
two to each butch. They ean then be taken 
our and scalded and sunned at times, and 
can be reversed they become wora or 
chewed ip certain spots. 

THE FEEDING RACKS. 

Feeding racks built from wire netting are 
usually placed between two adjoining 
hutchés when this plan of construction is 
followed. Forming a. wedge-shaped trough 
with the end to the front open, alfalfa hay 
may be easily and quickly placed within 
reach of two hutches at a. time by the at- 
tendant. A narrow board (which may be

WELL CULTIVATED, 


Garden crops will not give good results 
unless the soll is kept well cultivated. Cul- 
tivation is not intended priniarily to kill’ 
weeds, although this is important, but to 
loosen the surface and tet air into the sofl 
so a8, to provide a more congenial enviroa- 
ment for the roots of the plants. 

Plaats io soll which ts too wet turn yel- 
low and if not relieved by proper cultiva 
tion and drainage, languish and die. Too 
much water in the soll dilutes the sofl 
solution, impedes the formation of nitrate, | 
destroys desirable soll organiems. and per- 
mits the development of undesirable ones. 

Soli which has been too wet, if allowed to 
dry ond bake, offers an environment as un- 
“congenial for plants as when too wet. 
Either extreme therefore should be guarded 
againat.

English and German experts have 
frequently expressed “the opinion 
that when the fighting comes back 
to the open, cavalry will be a neces- 
sary adjunct to supplement the air 
scouts. 

Trench warfare was fortress war- 
fare. In this work the aircraft 
was entirely satisfactory. In de- 
tecting the movement of mobile 
troops, it is doubtful tf airplanes 
will be so valuable. I have heard

The opinion of many militery ex- 
perts is that the scouting in open 
warfare will be done by a clese co- 
operation of airships and horse- 
men.

TO TEST RIVAL THEORIES. 

If it were possible to disengage

Two great 
theories of cavairy fighting will be 
put to the final test. 

As a general thing, army experts 
in all nations follow pretty much 
the same views and the same line 
of thought. When it comes to cav- 
alry, however, the theories diverge 
with violence. 

German and British cavalrymen 
have entirely different ideas about 
fighting. 

The British follow the American 
idea to a great extent. During the 
Civil War, Gen. Sheridan. being an 
infantryman by training «and a 
great cavairy leader by persuasion, 
changed the whole theory of cav- 
alry fighting. He 


armed his men 
with carbines; taught tinem to 
shoot; and to dismount frorm their 


horses and fight on foot when the 
fracas began. 

His work was so remarkably suc- 
‘essful that the English were won 
ever to it. Consequently, the train- 
ing of a British cavalryman is very 
much that of an American cevalry- 
man. 

The Germans cling to the arme 
blanche. That is to say, they pre- 
ter to ride down the eneniy with 
lances rather than to shoot at 
them at long range with firearms. 

Of course the German cavalry is 
also armed with carbines: but they 
place their greatest reliance in the 
ance.

The Britisher charges usually at 
trot, relying upon the individual 
prowess of the men rather than up- 
on the weight of the whole.

The 
British charge is a _ collection of 
sturdy fighters getting there in a 
hurry. 

The British cavalrymen are good 
Shots with carbine or revolver. The 
German cavalrymen are notoriously 
bad marksmen. 

I once hed a heated discussion 
with an old German cavalry colone! 
who said. “Eithe: ‘sirymen are

I have talked about this to many 
American cavalry officers. Some of 
them inclined to his theory; some 
to the other. 

My impression of the purpose of 
the big cavalry movement, however, 
is that it hasn’t much to do with 
scouting.

WASHINGTON, May 18.-—The 
question of taking the soldier vote 
in France has been reopened by the 
War Department, with the hope that 
some way may be evolved to take it 
which would not interfere with mili- 
tary efficiency of the army. 

Secretary Baker indicated that any 
State devising a prectical and work- 
able way of collecting tte soldier 
votes would be permitted to do so. 

“The question of having the sol- 
diers yote is a difficult one,” the Sec- 
retary sald, “but everybody ts anx- 
ious to have it done If possible.

LAUNCH FOUR IN 
FORTY MINUTES. 


Oakland Establishes 
yard Record. 


Ship- 


Steel Hulls Totaling 36,000 
Tons Take to Water. 


Keel Plates for New Vessels 
Laid Immediately. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

OAKLAND, May 18.—The hulls of 
four big steel vessels slid smoothly 
from the ways in three shipyards 
within @ space of forty minutes here 
tonight, adding %6,000 tons to the 
cargo space of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. 

The first and largest launched was 
the 11,800-ton Voluiiteer, sent from 
the ways at the yards of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation at » 
o'clock sharp. The Volunteer is one 
of the largest vessels built on this 
Coast. 

At 8:20 p.m. in the yards of the 
Moore Shipbuilding Company, the 
9400-ton Fresno took the water, fol- 
lowed twenty minutes later by the 
Oshawa. of the same size. The keel 
plate for a new vessel had been laid 
in each slip before the launched 
hulle had come to rest 

Meanwhile, at 8:30 p.m., the Gov- 
ernor John Lind had been success- 
iy launched by the D. J. Hanlon 
Dry Dock and Shipbuilding Com- 


pany. 

The four launchings, gating 
more than 436,000 tons, establish 
what is thought to be a record of 
a quadruple launching since the gov- 
ernment assumed control of ship- 
yards. 

At the Moore yards, which set « 
record March 14 by launching three 
veasels in forty minutes, Mra. W. F. 
Toomey, wife of the Mayor of Fres- 
no, christened the Fresno, and the 
Oshawa was christened by Mrs. 
Danie! W. Carmichael, wife of the 
president of the Sacramento City 
Commission. The Governor John 
Lind was christened by Miss Marie 
Hanlon, daughter of the concerns 
president. 

A large number of Fresno resl- 
dents were present at the launching 
of the veasel named after their city.

The crowd arose when he said, “I 
am here to stand by Russia as well 
as France.” 

The President said he had tested 
the Teutonic nations and found them 
insincere. 

For the first time in history, said 
the President, the world has seen an 
Unselfigh war. 

“I cannot fight for a selfish pur- 
pose, but I am’? proud to fight for 
mankind.” he said. 

Nothing, said the President, in 
100 vears, has knitted the nation to- 
gether as has the war. 


is doing for us and for the world? 
In my own mind I am convinced 
that not a hundred years of peace 
could have knitted this nation to- 
gether as this single year of war ha® 
Knitted it together: and better even 
than that, if possible, it is knitting 
the world together. 

“Look at the picture. In the cen- 
ter of the scene four nations engaged 
the world, and at every point of van- 
tage showing that they are seeking 
selfish aggrandizement; and, against 
them, twenty-three governments 
representing the greater part of the 
population of the world drawn to- 
gether into a new sense of commu- 
nity of interest, a new sense of com- 
munity of purpose, a new sense of 
unity of life.

I should be very sorry to 
think that Mr. Davison in any de 
gree curtailed his exceedingly in- 
teresting epeech for fear that he was 
Postponing mine, because I am sure 
you listened with the same intimate 
intent with which I listened to the 
extraordinarily vivid account he gave | 
of the things which he had real- 
ized because he had come into con- 
tact with them on the other side of 
the waters. 

“We compass them with our Im- 
agination; he compassed them in 
his personal experience, and I am 
not come here tonight to review for 
you the work of the Red Cross: I 
am not competent to do so because 
I have not had the time or the op- 
portunity to follow it itn detat!._ ! 
have come here simply to say a few 
words to you as to what it al! seeme 
to me to mean, and it means a great 
deal. 

“There are two duties with which 
We are face to face. The first duty 
is to win the war, and the second 
duty, that goes hand-in-hand with 
it, is to win it greativy and worthily, 
showing the real quality of our pow- 
er not only, but the real quality of 
our purpose and of ourselves. 


OUR FIRST DUTY. 


“Of course, the first duty, the 
dyty that we must keep In the fore- 
ground of our thought until it ie ac- 
complished, is to win the war. TI 
have heard gentlemen recently say 
that we must get 56,000,000 men 
ready. Why limit it to 5,000,000" 

“IT have asked the Congress of the 
United States to name no limit be- 
cause the Congress intends, I am 
sure, as We all intend, that every 
ship that can carry men or #up- 
Plies shall go laden upon every voy-~- 
age with every man and every sup- 
ply she can carry. 

“And, we are not to be diverted 
from the grim purpose of winning 
the war by any insincere approaches 
upon the subject of peace. I can 
say with a clear conscience that I 
have tested those intimations and 
have found them insincere. I now 
recognize them for what they are, 
an opportunity to have a free hand, 
particularly in the east, to carry out | 
purposes of conquest and exDlo!- | 
tation. 

“Every proposal with regard to, 
accommodation In the west, Involves | 
a reservation with regard to the east. - 
Now, so far as I am concerned, I 
intend to stand by Ruesia as well as 
France.” 


“GOD BLESS YOU.” 


A votce from the audience inter- 
rupted with: 


“God bless you.” 

“The helpless and the friendiess 
ones that need friends and succor; | 
and if any man in Germany thinks! 
we are going to sacrifice anybody for 
our own sake, I tell them now they 
are mistaken. 


“For the glory of this war, my 
fellow-citizens, in so far as We are 
concerned, is that it is, perhaps for 
the first time in history, an unself- 
ish war. I could not be proud to 
fight for a selfish purpose, but I can 
be proud to fight for mankind. If 
they wish peace let them come for- 
ward through accredited representa- 
tives and lay their terms on the ta- 
ble. We have laid ours and they 
know what they are. 

“But, behind all this grim purpose, 
my friends, lies the opportunity to 
demonstrate not only force which 
will be demonstrated to the utmost. 
but the opportunity to demonstrate 
character, and it is that opportunity 
that we have most conspicuously in 
the work of the Red Cross. Not 
that our men in arms do not repre- 
sent our character, for they do, and 
it a cheracter which who 
see and recognize, appreciate and 
admire. But their duty is the duty 
of force. The duty of the Red 
Cross is the duty of mercy and suc- 
cor and friendship. 

UNITES NATION.

And this intimate contact 
of the Red Cross with the peoples 
who are suffering the terrors and 
deprivations of thie war is going to 
be one of the greatest inetrumentali- 
ties of friendship that the world ever 
knew, and the center of the heart of 
it all, if we sustain it properly, will 
be this land that we so dearly love 

“My friends, a great day of duty 
has come, and duty finds a man's 
soul as no Kind of work can ever 


find it. 
puty SF ALL. 


“May I say this? The duty that 
faces us all now is to serve one an- 
other, and no man can afford te 
make a fortune out of this war 
There are men amongst us who have 
forgotten that, if they ever saw it 
Some of you are old enough—I am 
old enough—to remember men who 
made fortunes out of the Civil War, 
and you know how they were re- 
garded by their fellow-citizsens. That 
wes a war to eave one country—this 
le a war to save the world 

“And your relation to the Red 
Cross i# one of the relations which 
will relieve you of the atigma. You 
can't give anything to the sovern- 
ment of the United States It won't 
accept it. There is a law of Congress 
against accepting even services with- 
out pay. The only thing that the 
government will accept ie a loan, and 
Guties performed: but it ie a great 
Geal better to give than to lend or 
to pay. and your great channel for 
giving is the American Red Cross. 

"Down in your hearte you can't 
take very much satiefaction. in the 
last analysis, in lending money to the 
government of the United States, be- 
cause the tnterest which you draw 
will burn your pockets: it le a com- 
mercial transaction and some men 
have even dared to cavil at the rate 
of interest, not knowing the inei- 
dental commentary that reflects 
upon their attitudes. 

“GIVE FROM SOUL.” | 

“But when you give, something 
of your heart, something of your 
soul, something of yourself goes 
with the gift. particularily when it 
le given in such form that ft never 
can come back by way of direct 
benefit to yourself. You know there 
ie the old cynical definition of grat!- 
tude, as ‘the lively expectation of 
favore to come.’ 

“Well, there ts no expectation of 
favors to come in this kind of giv- 
ing. These things are bestowed in 
order that the world may be a fit- 
ter place to live in: that men may 
be succored:; that homes may be re- 
stored; that suffering may be re- 
lieved; that the face of the earth 
may have the blight of destruction 
taken away from it, and that wher- 
ever force goes there shall go mercy 
and helpfulness. 

“And when you give, give abso- 
lutely all that you can spare, and 
don't consider yourself liberal tn the 
giving. If you give with  self- 
adulation, you are not giving at all— 
you are giving to your own vanity: 
but if you give until it hurts, then 
your heart blood goes into It. 

“And think what we have here. 
We call it the American Red Cross, 
but it ie merely a branch of the 
great international organization, 
which it* not only recognized by the 
statutes of each of the civilized gov- 
ernments of the world, but It is ree- 
ognized by international agreement 
and treaty as the recognized and ac- 
cepted instrumentality of mercy and 
succor. And one of the deepest 
stains that rests upon the reputa- 
tion of the German army is that 
they have not respected the Red 


Croes. 
CHRISTIANITY'S EMBLEM. 

“That goes to the root of the mat- 
ter. They have not respected the 
inetrumentality they themselves par- 
ticipated in setting up as the thing 
which no man was to touch, because 
it was the expression of common hu- 
manity. We are members, by being 
members of the American Red Cross, 
of a great fraternity and comrade- 
ship which extends all over the 
world, and this cross which these 
ladies bore todey is an emblem of 
Christianity itself. 

“Tt fille my tmagination, ladies 
and gentlemen, to think of the wom- 
en alb over this country who are 
busy tonight and busy every night 
and every day doing the work of the 
Red Cross, busy with a great eager- 
ness to find out the most serviceable 
thing to do, busy with forgetfulness 
of all the old frivolities of their so- 
cial relationships, ready to curtail 
the duties of the household, in order 
that they may contribute to thie 
common work that all their hearts 
are engaged in, and in doing which 
their hearts became acquainted with 
each other. 

“When you think of this you real- 
ize how the people of the United 
States are being drawn together into 
a great intimate family whose heart 
is being used for the service of the 
soldiers not only but for the service 
of civillans where they suffer and 
are lost In a maze of distreases and 
distractions.

The California Tomato Urowers 
Association has filed a complaint 
with State Food Commissioner Mer- 
ritt at San Francisco against the 
California Packing Corporation, 
charging the latter whith violating 
veertain Federal food regulations. It 
is alleged that the packing ccrpora- 
tion has solicited members of the 
tomato growers’ body, asking them 
to sign contracts for the delivery 
of their tomatoes during 1916, al- 
though they knew of pricr con- 
tracts the growers had fer ihe sale 
of thelr crops. 

This, it te held, is in violation of 

Federal food regulation, which

Sounds Note of Warning as to 


Expenditures. 


Gives Assurance Los Angeles 
will be Patriotic.

City Attorney Albert Lee Stephens 
returned from San -Franc'sco at 
noon yesterday. after a hurried 
conference with members of the 
State Rallroad Commission and the 
subcommittee of the Capital Issues 
Committee regarding the propose! 
improvements in Leos Angelece. No 
definite agreement was reached as 
to the Second-street tunnel, the 
paving of West First stree sor the 
opening of Broadway from Tenth 
to Pico streets and the opening of 
Hill street and other projects. 

After he has compiled the data 
wecured, the City Attorney will 
make a detailed report to the 
City Council and will alsa 


make recommendations. tile re- 
port will be conservative and he wil! 
emphasize the facts as presented to 
him by the officials in the Bay City 
regarding the necessity to conserve 
in every way possible. He will also 
show the City Ceunci!l that all un- 
necessary improvements must be 
nbandoned and that only those im- 
provements which it can be shown 
Sre imperative in order not to im- 
pede the normal growth of this 
city are to be allowed. 

There Was a note of warning 
sounded by the City Attorney re- 
garding any lavish expenditures 
He declared, however, that Los An- 
geles is not to be guided by the 
programme of any other munitcipal- 
ity, but, rather, her patriotiem will 
he the guide in all of her expendi- 
tures and that he will not recom- 
mend anything which in his cpiniod 
would in any wav tend to ‘mpede 
the prosecution of the war. 

THE POWER MATTER. 

While outlining his report, How- 
president of the 
of Public Service Commis- 
sioners, listened attentively to every 
word. It was shown conclusively 
by the City Attorney that no money 
will be available for paralleling, nor 
for some of the improvements pro- 
posed by the bureau of power and 
light. No encouragement was given 
President Roberteon whereby any of 
the proposed projects in connection 
with the local power war can be put 
over at this time. 

James K. Lynch, vice-chairman of

Re- 
serve ank of San Francisco and 
vice-chairman of the subcommittee 
of the Capital lIasues Committee. 
Joseph Sartori, a member of the 
committee, wae also there. 

“These men told me the govern- 
ment is putting great stress on doing 
things now. They also said that 
wnnecessary work positively will not 
be undertaken, adding that the big

SAN FRANCISCO CUT. 
“One significant instance was

Tragic Sequel. 


VON BACHELLE 
KILLS HIMSELF. 


Alleged Insulter of the Flag 
Takes Poison. 

Wife Divorced Day Before 
Finds Body. 


Citizens had Threatened Tar 
and Feathers. 


Richard von Bachelle, Hollywood 
druggist. divorced by his wife the 
day before and accused in court of 
making insulting remarks about the 
American flag, yesterday sought and 
found death as the way out of his 
matrimonial misfortunes and the 
stigma cast upon him in the eyes 
of the community. He @rank «a 
strong poison in his home at No. 
i747 North Bronson avenue, and 
was found dead by his former wife. 
Mrs. Vera von Bachelle, less than 
an hour after threate against him 
were made by a number of persons 
at his place of business. 

Von Bachelle did not leave a note 
nor any token by which to explain 
his act or tell eof the causes that 
prompted it. The woman who but 
the day before was his wife, heard 
him remark that he intended to “end 
it all” An hour later she found 
the lifeless body stretched across the 
bed, with a bottle containing cyanide 
near by. 

MEN ASK FOR HIM. 

Yesterday morning, shortly after 
the drug store of which he was re- 
ported to be the owner, was opened, 
a group of citizens entered the place 
and asked for Von Bachelle. R. N. 
Islieb, who was in charge at the 
time, replied that the man wes not 
n. 


“He'd better not be in.” one of 
the men in the group said. adding 
there was a coat of tar and feathers 
and a good thrashing tn store for 
the alleged flag ineulter, according 
to Mr. Isiieb The men did not 
leave their names. the clerk said. 

“IT asked them who they were, and 
they replied, “We're American citi- 
sens.’ I do not remember how many 
there were, but it must have been 
more than five,” the clerk stated. 

Immediately after the men eft, 
Von Bachelle received @ telephone 
call, presumably from his employee, 
the police say. Whether he received 
ether messages, the officers did not 
learn. It was several minutes lat- 
er that the druggist made his re- 
mark about ending it all. 

“OUGHT TO BE SHOT.” 

In Superior Judge Jackson's court 
on Friday. Mre. Von Bachelle, su- 
ing her husband for divarce, testi- 
fled that het husband said, when the 
American flag was thrown on the 
screen in a moving-picture theater, 
“Why showd I applaud every time 
thet rag is shown?” 

“If he sald those things, he ought 
to be shot,” Judge Jackson remarked 
when the testimony was introduced. 

Mre Von Bachelle, Who, pending 
the diverce proceedings, was occu- 
pying one-half of the house, was 
making preparations to 
move her belonging®. At the time 
the mean committed suicide, she was 
in the garden. 

The body was removed to the par- 
lors of J. D Farris & Son. 


SHOT BY OFFICERS 
AND BY OWN GUN. 


MECHANIC ARRFSTED, AFTER A 
BATTLE, ON FAILURE TO 
PROVIDE WARRANT. 


Because he refused to surrender 
to deputy sheriffs, who attempted to 
take him Into custody on a failure 
to provide warrant, John J, Lawson, 
a mechanic, was shot twice yester- 


day afternoon, once by the officers 
and once by his own gun, at No. 
1313 Garfield avenue, Sotth Pasa- 
dena. 

Lawson was tnformed on Friday 
that Deputy Sheriffs Bright and 
Careon had a Warrant for his ar- 
reat. He armed himeelf, the officers 
say. and threatened to shoot the 
firet officer who tried to take him 
inte custody. Bright and Carson 
called at his home at midnight Fri- 
day and the man fired twice at 
them. 

The two men returned to the 
Sheriff's office for shotguns and re- 
inforcementa and then hurried back 
to Lawson's home. He had ieft. 
Late yesterday afternoon Lawson's 
employer telephoned the Sheriff's of- 
fice that he had returned and Dep- 
uties Fox, Anderson, Sweesey and 
Couts went to South Pasadena and 
asked the man to surrender. 

Lawson's reply was a bullet from 
hie revolver. One of the deputies 
fired at the man’s right arm with «@ 
shotgun. Lawson dropped his arm, 
and his gun fell to the ground beside 
his right foot, exploding and send 
ing a bullet through the foot. The 
wounded man is now in the County 
Hospital. 

Two years ago, when he was 
served with a esimilar Warrant, 
charging non-support of hie wife and 
children, Lawson fought desperately 
for half an hour with two deputies 
before he could be arrested.

Flays Pacifists, Pro-Germans 
and Bolshivikists. 


City Club Warned of Peril of 
Peace Propaganda. 


Brig.-Gen. Charles A. Woodruff, 
U.8.A., retired, chief of commissary 
under former President Taft, who 
is now speaking-under the auspices 
of the National Council of Defense, 
fayed the pacifists, Bolshevikists 
and pro-Germans in a forceful ad- 
dress before the City Club yester- 
day. Though well advanced in 
years, the Civil War veteran showed 
the fire and geal of a much more 
Youthful man and sent hig words 
home with a punch ase he declared 
ae of universal military train- 

Two of Gen. Woodruff's sons are 


now on the front in France—Col 
Woodruff of the Tenth Engineers, 
U.S.A., who is in charge of 415,000 


men in the forestry department of 
Northern France, and Lieut. Wood- 
ruff of the Twentieth Engineers. 
Brig.-Gen. Woodruff arrived in the 
Philippines on the same transport 
which carried Gen. Harrison Gray 
Otis away from the islands. 

The speaker yesterday was intro- 


duced by Russell H. Ballard, vice- 
president of the local Council of 
Defense. He launched into his 


theme in a way that brovueht his 
hearers to their feet as he declared 


the “foundation of the National 
Council] of Defense is patriotism 
Without politics 

“We aim at universal military 
training and we also intend to try 
to abolish German propaganda 
against the United StAétes. Some- 


times I feel that many of our men 
and women refuse to believe the 
truths because they do not lke 
them. Some of you are Masons and 
some of you Christians, but I tell 
you the truths of the awful German 
atrocities are as firmly established 
as the verities of Christianity and 
Masonry 

“The honor of our wives and 
mothers and daughters is at stake. 
and it behooves us to sacrifice our 
lives if necessary because we know 
what happened to the women of 
Belgium, Poland, France and Rus- 
sia. The pacifists and pro-Germans 
also know this, yet they still in- 
sist on peace. The vanquished have 
no rights and the conquered, if con- 
quered by the Germans, have noth- 


ing left but dishonor. Your prop- 
erty—-yea, our virtue, will be hand- 
ed over to the Huns if Germany is 
Victorious, but she never can be if 


we rise in our might and fight with 
every drop of our blood. 

“We want vualvwersal training that 
every man may be ready when the 
time comes and next year our Legis- 
lature will pass that bill for universal 
military training in our high schools, 
which is realivy aimed at the weak- 
kneed Socialistic boards of education 
in some of our cities Where much 
work for our national defense must 
be done.”

BILL IN SENATE WILL APPRO- 
PRIATE LARGE SUM LOR 
RENMABILITATION,. 


(BY DIRECT DISPATCH } 

WASHINGTON BUREAU 
THE TIMES, May 18.—Los Angeles 
and Southern California may be 
benefited greatly from a bill that 
| will be introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Hoke Smith for the re- 
habilitation of American soldiers 
wounded in the present war. The 
bill carries heavy appropriations 
for the teaching and rebuilicing of 
wounded Americans. If the bill be- 
comes a law, as it probably will, as 
there seems to be no opposition, the 
wonderful climatic advantage of 
California may be utilized in this 
rebuilding process. 

In Canada great success has re- 
sulted from this work and much of 
the physical rebuilding has been 
done in Vancouver and the health- 
Kiving sections of British ColumpDPia. 
in fact, men who are fit to travel 
as soon as they reach Halifax are 
sent at once to the Far West. Some 
Simllar arrangements can bo made 
for sending our soldiers to the sun- 
shine and tontfe air of Southern Cal- 
ifornia and it is possible that the 
Federal Board for Vocational In- 
struction, which will have charge o* 
this new work, can be induced to 
locate the agricultural, hverticul- 
tural and manual work divisions of 
their educational system in South- 
ern California. 

The plan is this: When the 
wounded soldiers are first returned 
here, they are to be given a loner 
vacation and then are to be fitted 
with artificial legs or arms, if 
needed. tn these hospitals where 
the artificial aids are adjusted. The 
roldiers become expert in using 
their new arms or lege and then 
their edycation begins in their old 


occupations. The men are  re- 
turned to it if they can possibly 
make a success of it, and. if not, 


they are taught a new occupation 
wherein they are certain to succeed. 
It is In this rebuilding process 
to make useful and happy citizens 
of blinded, shell-shocked and other- 
wise wounded American soldiers, 
that California, it is belleved, can 
be paramount in usefulness. It is 
stated that if the claims of the 
Southland in agriculture, horticul- 
ture, climate and health-restoring 
qualities are forcefully presented to 
the vocational board, much of the 
proposed work can be concentrated 
south of the Tehachepi.

Garfield, widow of President Gar- 
field, for appointment as adminis- 
trator of the estate.

ENEMY ACTIVE | 
ALONG BORDER. 


German in Mexico 
are Closely Watched. 


Collector Elliott Returns from 
Ten Days’ Trip There. 


Tells of Conditions Along the 
International Line. 


German activity on the Mexican 
border is becoming increasingly evi- 
dent, said John B. Elliott, Collector 
of Customs, who returned to his of- 
fices in the Federal Building yester- 
day, after a ten-days’ inspection tour 
along the border. 

While on the border’ Mr. 
caused the arrest of H. Kiffle, a 
naturalized German from New Yérk 
City, who waa lodged in jail et San 
Diego on a charge of being « slack- 
er. He is also under guspicion as 
@& carrier of information from Ger- 
man agents in this country to “apy 
headquarters’ in Mexico. He had 
crossed the line once and returned 
before being taken into custody. 

KiMfle admitted to the arresting 
officers that he was a slacker. When 
arrested he had $800 in gold on his 
person, which he intended taking 
across the. line He served four 
years in the United States Army, and 
is well informed on American army 
matters, Mr. Elifott said. He is held 
under $2000 bail. 


SLACKER COLONTES. 


That slackers bearing prominent 
California names are among those 
now making up small colonies of 
Americans in Lower California. was 
the intimation of Mr. Elliott. 

The slacker question is now cocu- 
pying the attention of government 
officials along the border. Within the 
past several days several afrresis 
have been made of slackers attempt- 
ing to cross into Mexico. With «4 
view to curbing Teuton activities, the 
customs agents are working togeth- 
er with the army_and nevy intelli- 
gence bureaus. 

RDifieulty te being encountered in 
preventing military secrets and oth- 
er information ¢drom getting over the 
line where the Germans are await- 
ing tt with avidity. 

“Five thousand people cross the 
border daily in both directions,” Mr. 
Elliott stated. “One may well 
imagine the difficulty of searching 
methodically such _a large number. 

OFFICIALS WATCHFUL. 

“The officials are doing magnif- 
cent work, however. This is testi- 
fied to by the fact that smuggling 
across the line has practically 
ceased.” 


Mr. Ellicott held a series of con- 
ferences with officials of the army, 
the immigration service and the De- 
partment of Justice, the outcome of 
which. he sald, he was not permit- 
ted to dieclose, but which is believed 
to have a bearing on German opera- 
tions along the border. 

The collector, moch to his amuse- 
ment, was “p under arrest™ for 
five minutes by a husky United 
States trooper who fatled to identify 
him. 

“It was ea funny situation while it 
lasted.” he sald. “It ts a good ilius- 
tration of the competent manner in 
which the border is being watched. 
The soldier took me for a slacker, 
and when he was informed of my 
real status he released me at once 
with apologies.” 


MAY GET GUARDIAN. 


A petition for the appointment of 
@ guardian for the person and prop- 
erty of Mary Gault Sheedy, was flied 
im the Probate Court, yesterday. 


Mra. Sheedy is held in the payco- 
pathic ward at the County Hospital, 
pending an investigatian. 

Sheedy ap- 
plied to the county authorities for 
eesistance, saying that if she was 
furnished a ticket to Kansas City, 
she could make her own way. Au- 
thority wae given to purchase her a 
ticket, when it was discovered thet 
she had $2300 in cash, and deeds to 
proverty said to be worth $10,000. 
Sherman Smith, secretary of the 
Lunacy Commission, made the ap- 
plication for the guardianship.

WILL GIVE TEACHERS 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION. |% 


STATE UNIVERSITY'S SUMMER 
SESSION DESIGNED TO MEET 
MANDATES OF DAW. 


The University of California sum- 
mer session has planned its course 
in physical education to meet the 
demand for the preparation of 
teachers to fulfill the requirements 
of the physical education law. All 
teachers tn elementary schools must 
know the games, “stunts,” folk 
dances, athletic events, etc., charac- 
teristic of the age taught and also be 
able to conduct the fundamental 
forms of hygiene inspection and 
teaching. Superintendents, princi- 
pale and teachers are urged to give 
the problem earnest consideration 
and plan for next fall immediately. 

The summer session courte will 
include elementary gymnastica, 
school games and gymnastics, play- 
ground activities, practical conduct 
of play activities, practice teaching, 
etc., aleo the principles of selection, 
classification, arrangement and pre- 
gression of gymnastic material, folk 
dances and games. 

Miss Ella Stevers, supervisor of 
physical education of Los Angeles 
city schools and physical director 
for women of the Y.WiC.A. of Les 
Angeles, will supervise the course, 
and methods will be presented which 
will help to solve the problem that 
almost all teachers will have to 
meet in giving instruction without 
gymnasiums or equipment of any 
sort.

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Bargains in Used 
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Phelps, Confessed Embezzler 
on His Own Institution, Pleads 
Guilty, Sentenced, Goes North. 
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In passing sentence Judge Trip- 
pet said that the maximum penalty 
for the offense was fifty years, five 
years for each of the ten counts of 
which he declared himself guilty. 

“Congress has not seen fit to 
grant this court the privilege of ex- 
tending probation,” he said. A bill 
has been pending for some time, but 
has not become effective. 

“IT am sympathetic as any man in 
a case like this, but my duty as an 
officer of the law is clear. The 
only mitigating circumstance here 
is the mental condition of the de- 
fendant. In looking over the great 
number of notes involved in this 
Case it seems to me the defendant 
Was a clever forger. He executed 
the signatures of financially respon- 
sible people with marvelous exacti- 
tude.” 

Phelps was sentenced to a term 
of five years on nine counts and an 
additional sentence of seven and one- 
half years on the third count in the 
indictment. Both sentences are to 
run concurrently. 

MENTALLY UNSOUND? 

Dr. H. R.-Martin of Riverside, 
physician for Phelps, gave evidence 
that the defendant's alleged mental 
condition may have been induced 
by two operations performed by him 
in removing a diseased gland four 
years ago. The physician told the 
court he had withdrawn his ac- 
count from the Phelps institution a 
year ago because “he had noticed 
a difference in the mental processes 
of the defendant.” ; 

“I didn't have in mind that Mr. 
Phel would be a criminal, but I 
was of the opinion that he was men- 
tally irresponsible,” he testified. He 
had known Mr. Phelps ten years, he 
said, 

A. R. Piddington and H. G. Stan- 
ley, both of whom had known the 
defendant twenty-five years, gave 
eVidence in his behalf. The sub- 
Stance of their testimony was that 
a condition bordering on mental de- 
terioration had been coming over 
the defendant the past two years. 
W. Ll. Peters, successor to Mr. 
Pheips in the Riverside bank, was 
in court as a character witness, but 
was not called. The witnesses came 
to'testify voluntarily, they said. 

In giving a summary of the case 
to the court Assistant United States 
District Attorney Moody stated that 
the defendant was one of the origi- 
nators of the Riverside institution 
in 1906. He later became president 
at an annual salary of $3600. 

The initial $300 d@efalcation oc- 
curred in 1909, at which time he 
was unable to meet a personal in- 
debtedness of $8000 contracted in 
1907. The embezzlement of various 
sums of money continued up till the 
time of his arrest. 

Of the total of nearly $54,000, 
about $13,000 went to pay interest 
that had accumulated on the vari- 
ous forged notes signed by Phelps; 
about $8000 for automobiles, a 
“good many” thousands of dollars 
for two surgical operations, and 
thousands Were given as charities to 
church, fraternal] and charitable or- 
ganizations.

This test can be fittingly applied to the 
self-npminated candidates who will appear 
on the California ballot; and it is well to 
femember that loyalty demands something 
far gtenter than lip service. The vocabu- 
lery af every enemy spy is well stocked 
with loyal phrases and the loyalty test must 
extend to acts and associations. No candi- 
date who ia inclined to put his loyalty to 
party ore loyalty. to country, or who is 
more feserested in winning a seat in Con- 
gress than in winning the war, should be 
permitted to sit in the next Congress. 


IVIC PATRIOTISM VERSUS POLIT- 
ICAL PAUPERISM. 

The idea that we shall all become hire- 
lings or pensioners of the State is obnox- 
fous to the American spirit. America has 
co-ordinated its forces to fight for democ- 
racy in foreign fields, not to fight against 
it at home. 

There are democratic institutions, guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, that must sur- 
vive the present conflict if liberty itself is 
not to perish. The individual must persist, 
as well as the government. 

“Liberty,” declared Webster in a notable 
address, ‘‘éxists in proportion to wholesome 
restraint.” That restraint must be exer- 
cised by those who govern as well as by the 
governed. There is a distinction between 
War emergencies and stable policies—a dis- 
tinction that must not be forgotten. Co- 
ordinating legislative and executive func- 
tions during the stress of conflict is vastly 
different ‘from a fixed policy of state So- 
cialism. Government operation in time of 
war must not be confused with government 
ownership in time of peace. Men form 
themselves into vigilance committees and 
obey chosen leaders to meet a sudden peril 
that rises outside the law; but they do not 
pledge life fealty to the leaders of the mo- 


ment. That civilized democracy shall win. 
in its present struggle with barbaric des- 


potism is written on the stars; but vi 
lance must not slumber, lest paternalist 
governments shall reduce the country to a 
state analogous to A BUREAUCRATIC 
ALMSHOUSE. We are not yet ready to 
permit a stifing of private industry and 
initiative that would make public paupers 
of us all. No, Senator Johnson and Com. 
missioner Carnahan, we, the people of Call- 
fornia, are not ready for that. , 


Progressive eras are always infested with 
impostors. In the present age they seem 


to be propagating faster than ever before. 


Germany's rape of Belgium ifs a striking 
example of placing national interest before 
natjonal honor: while Calffornia’ s forty fat 
commissions furnish a modern instance of 
the cohesive force of public Plunder. Gov- 
ernment was intended for a harness, but 
it has become the load. In 1877 President 
Hayes enunciated the great Republican doc- 
trine that “be serves his party best who 
serves his country best.” But that was 
more than forty years ago. The modern 
Democratic application has been that he 
serves his party best who creates the most 
positions for deserving Democrats. In a 
number of notable instances of late, how- 
ever, President Wilson has reaffirmed the 
great Republican principle of “country 
first.” But when that principle comes to be 
applied to State and local politics in Call- 
fornia it runs athwart the intrenched polit- 
ical machine of the most greedy bureaucra- 
cy that has yet fastened itself upon any 
American commonwealth. The office-hold- 
ers have organized themselves into an 
army, always on the offensive. They tell 


‘us all we must “get in or ge under.” 


In no other State are there so many citi- 
zens on the public pay roll; no other State 
pays such high salaries to so many office. 
holders; and, as a logical consequence, the 
per capita cost of government in California 
is the highest in the Union. And it ap- 


~peare that the end is not yet. In place of 


reducing State expenses in order that mon- 
ey might be conserved for financing the 


great war, the cost of State government is 


higher this spring than ever before in the 
history of California. A few counties are 
reducing government cost in their new bud- 
gets, but the State machine is still running 
full speed ahead. 

TI. 


Government operation of the railroads of 
the country has proven a dismal financial 
failure. In a single month a profit of $76,- 
000,000 under private ownership shrank to 
a loss of $2,000,000 under government oper- 
ation. The failure of government construc- 
tion of airplanes is the tragic episode of 
the first year of the war. Our allies have 
noted with surprise that the output of 
American ammunition factories was less 
under government control than when pri- 
yately operated. The conviction is growing 
that whenever the government interferes 
with individual initiative both the industry 
and the government suffer. Bolshevik rule 
in Russia bas proved an object lesson for 
democracy elsewhere. That Bolshevik gov- 
ernment typifies the triumph of German 
diplomatic duplicity. The Junkers spent 
millions to secure to the Reds the control 
of the institutions and the finance’ of the 
state; then they withdrew, fully aware that 
state Socialism and official greed would 
wreck the Country more surely than mil- 
lions of armed troops. 

California is not immune from the attack 
of similar forces. Not even the satellites 


of phe late Russian Czar ever displayed 


more greed than the commissionized gov- 
ernment of California during the last seven 
years. It has doubled the cost of State gov- 
ernment in that time. But a single commis- 
sioner has resigned. Three thousand pay- 
roll patriote, male and female, full of the 
idea that the GOVERNMENT MUST DO 
EVERYTHING, from building houses and 
running railroads to regulating habits. 
California formed part of a lobby in 
Washington ghat worked to secure im- 
munity from conscription for State em- 
ployges. Not a State commission has 
been’ abolished since war was declared, al- 
though their duties have been taken over 
by the Federal government. The Railroad 
Commission has dropped all suits against 
the steam railroads operated by the gov- 
ernment; but none of the commissioners 
has resigned, although the Secretary of the 
Federal Treasury has written to Gov. Ste- 
phens urging him to reduce railroad taxes 
in the State. The taxes formerly paid by 
the railroads must now be paid by the Fed- 
eral government. Every dollar expended 
by the forty fat commissions of California 
is a dollar that would be turned direct into 
the Federal war fund if the commissions 
were abolished and the railroad taxes were 
reduced in an amount equal to the cost of 


the commission. A commissioner who holds | 


on to his job under such conditions has not 
enough patriotism to fill the veins of a 
louse; and about one hundred and fifty of 
them are doing so. Not only are they hang- 
ing on to their sinecures, but they are main- 
taining great departments that are costing 
in the aggregate nearly $5,000,000 a year. 
Blood money, every dollar of it! If any one 
of a hundred—yes, a thousand—men whom 
we could name were Governor at this junc- 
ture those parasites.would be kicked ont of 
office, their places abolished and the money 
thus saved would be devoted to a patriotic 
purpose. But Gov. Stephens is too much 
under the thrall of the political machine 
maintained by these parasites to dare dis- 
turb them. They have assured him that 
they made his predecessor and that they 
can make or break him politically. Is this 
thing going so far that every man of us 
must get on the State pay roll and join the 
army of the Civil List or feed on grass’? 


Is Paternalism to make paupers of us all? | 


Let us envisage for a moment the condi- 
tions that would result if the policy of State 
control and operation of all industry should 
pass from theory to fact and the control of 
every human activity should pass into the 
hands of government commissions. Every 
citizen would cease to be self- supporting | and 
the State would become one vast almshouse 
conducted by bureaucrats. Each person 
would need be sustained by some kind of 
pension, he would have to cling somewhere 
to the pay roll. The State would become 
a Pharaoh empowered to enforce edicts call- 
ing for “bricks without straw.” Economists 
have declared for the last thousand years 
that the only human equality possible is 
the equality of misery. Equality exists 
among beasts. Just as soon as humanity 
begins to rise from the condition of the 
brute, exceptional mentalities leap to the 
mountain tops and the feeble are crushed 
under the feet of the rabble. 

President Cleveland enunciated a govern- 
ing principle when he asserted in the mes- 
sage accompanying his veto of the Texas 
seed bill that, “though the people support 
the government, the GOVERNMENT 
SHOULD NOT SUPPCRT THE PEOPLE.” 
Almost a century before Edmund Burke ob- 
served, after a comprehensive study of the 
effects of the French Revolution: “And 
having looked to the government for bread. 
on the very first scarcity they will turn 
and bite the®hand that fed them.” If there 
are still doubting Thomases; let them read 
and reflect on the developments of the Rus- 
sian revolution from the rise to power of 
Kerensky to the signing of the _ ignoble 
treaty of Brest-Litovsk. 

IV. 

President Wilson did not hesitate to ap- 
point his distinguished opponent, Charles 
Evans Hughes, to investigate the grave 
charges growing out of the government's 
failure to produce airplanes. In so doing 
he has declared to the nation that the war 
is bigger than any party, than any class or 
faction, and that it is only through the co- 
ordination of every vital force in the nation 
that victory can be won. 


California represents an army corps if 


that engagement, both in Picardy and on 
the home front. Our paramount duty is to 
subordinate every other impulse to that of 
winning the.war. To that end men of 
breadth of vision must be induced to 
STAND FOR ELECTION BOTH TO CON. 
GRESS AND TO THE STATE LBGISLA.- 
TURE. Since the parasitic State commis. 
sioners have not enough manhood or pa- 
triotiem to resign, let them be forced out 
and the money wasted on them be applied 
to feeding and equipping our Liberty Army. 
Let us have some dollara-year volunteers 
to take their places until the State govern- 
ment has been readjusted on a war basis. 
Vigilance on the part of the individual must 
be displayed in order that the penny poll- 
ticlans of the Movuser-Phillips type, self- 
nominated under our nolsome State primary 
law, be not permitted again to misrepre- 
sent Los Angeles districts in the State Leg.

O8T MOTION. 

There's a lesson for us al in what's 
happening at Washington 

Upon his pramise to do a good job and 
not abuse the privileges of the Overman 
law, the President has been given opportu- 
nity to become the greatest reducer of lost 
motion in history. 

If he succeeds humankind will be shown, 
on a big scale, the beauty and economy of 
things done simply. 

The world is all cluttered up with vital- 
ity-consuming frills; illdirected energy; 
lost motion. 

Some day it will not be so. Children in 
school will be taught to reason: to study 
everything comparatively; to know the 
“why,” the right proportion, the cost of 
every move or happening in relation to the 
result thereof. This will be easy because 
it will be natural We will quit stupidly 
telling the child who is intelligent enough 
to ask questions that he is too young to 
understand. By rambling the fields and 
quizzing their tutor the boy sons of a Lon- 
don. editor learned more of language, of 
engineering end other branches of knowl 
edge in a few months than is learned in 
several years-—if really learned at all in 
the true sense—by the ordinary rote meth- 
ods. 

Meantime many a boy will grow to man- 
hood in Los Angeles with reasoning pow- 
érs. undeveloped. He may be “educated.” 
He may, indeed, become an “efficiency ex- 
pert.” Yet he may wonder why seagulls 
sometimes fly inland for food when there 
are so many fish In the sea; the while he 
insiste upon New York shirts and his wife 
calis for Minneapolis flour; thus helping 
keep away manufacturer-clients though 
seeking them; the personification of the 
general habit of wasting motion. 

This war awoke the nation to the fact 
that it was buying abroad what it had, or 
could have, within ite own borders—that 
it wan wasting time, labor, initiative, moneys. 

Locally we should make a similar dis 
covery. Millions of dollars earned here, 
and which should be put back into the cir- 
culating capital of this .community, are 
given the faraway roll which has no come- 
back. Wasted motion. It overworks the 
dollar and does nobody any particular ben- 
efit. Circulate money, yes; but circulate it 
where it will do the most good. 

Some communities there are which live 
by giving the rest of the world special serv- 
ice. This community was, but is not, one 
of these. In an economic sense it has be- 
epome an average community. The average 
community lives by manufacturing—food, 
clothes and other necessities, chiefly. The 
quickest way for us to obtain this abso- 
lutely-necessary manufacturing asset is by 
cutting out the lost-motion buying from 
afar and developing home industries. 

We live by what we sell. Most of us 
sell our labor. To whom? To the produc- 
ers, including manufacturers. We need 
more manufacturers of the kind who would 
require our services not merely during the 
war, but always. 

How can we get them? By supporting 
those who are already here. By showing 
that the best way to get trade here is to 
manufacture here. By proving that we are 
through ‘with the present habit of lost mo 
tion. 

As we must sell our labor to live, so the 
producer must sell his product to live. If 
he comes here, starts a business; pays 
wages, and we spend those wages on ANY 
products made far away that can be had 
just as good and at the right price here, we 
weaken this market for the producer lo- 
cated here. The money he brings here to 
pay us we send back, perhaps to the very 


all concerned. And by and by we 


lose the producer. He cannot live 
on wind. 

Southern California producers, if 
their products and prices are right 
and provided they LET PEOPLE 
KNOW THEY ARE ON EARTH, 
need and should receive co-operation 
from those whom they serve and 
many of whom they employ. “Live 
and let live.” Otherwise, either the 
producer manages to sell to a far- 
away market or goes far away him- 
self and we lose him as the map 
behind the pay roll. 

It may be, as scientists say, that 
energy never is wasted—that it 
merely changes its form. In other 
words, if we spend the energy which 
is in the dollars we earn, in such 
manner that it goes far away from 
here, it is not wasted. It merely 
changes locality. And when our pro- 
ducer follows it we may have energy 
enough left to hunt another job, if 
there be one. To a man up a tree 
that looks a good deal like lost mo 
tion. 

Learn the lesson. Once you get it's 
swing it's easy. Ponder the sim- 
ple fact that every motion hits or 
misses, and that your dollar-motions 
miss if they do not butter bread in 
your own community. 

Lost motion is particularly to be 
avoided at this time, with respect to 
buying things which must come from 
afar. Our government needs the 
transportation lines to carry men 
and materials needed to win this 
war.

Even the 
wisest man, shut out from the 
Truth, finds his thought imprisoned. 
Knowledge is the only window for 
the brain. To nail up that window 
is to shut us into Groping—perhaps 
to Madness. And if I know any- 
thing of my countrymen, the Amer- 
ican people will never stand for be- 
ing Shut up in the Dark. We will 
face any light, no matter how blind- 
ing; we will make any sacrifice— 
if we Understand. But we have 
some British traite still. Few of us 


were born with silver spoons in our | 


mouth—but none with Stoppers! 
Nor with Blinders in our Look-outs! 

Our English has many confusions 
of sound. But making a man a Cen- 
sor doesn’t ex-officio give him Sense 
—any More than a Tailor has to re- 
sume the caudal behind-hand of our 
arboreal ancestors, or a Sailor must 
stick to the old wind-jammers and 
would be a steamer or a Propeller 
if he embarked in modern naviga- 
tion. 

This is no Drive on Mr. Creel. 
We're just trying—nationally and 
authoritatively—to find out just what 
he is. “Who's Who in America” 
doesn't mention his name, though 
it lists the 22,000 Americans who 
are known to have done something 
worth while in any line whatever— 
including some thousand men known 
to the country as knowing what 
News is, and how to treat it. Mebbe 
Mr. Creel had not yet been Discov- 
ered. He may be the Best—nay, he 
may be the Only—man to decide 
what Knowledge shall be imparted 
by the Press (our sole source of 
knowledge) to the twenty million 
American homes that are giving 
their Boys, their Hope of Prosper- 

The Press of the United States 
has been, ever since we entered the 
war, the whole Right Arm of the 
President and of his central author- 
ity. It has done more to Swing the 
Country into Step Behind Him than 
Congress, Governors, Legislatures, 
politicians and everyone else, all put 
together. In fact, it is what Got 
them together. A Kaiser can pass 
the word by his generals to the 
troops; but the only way a Presi- 
dent can get the ear of the Amer- 
ican People is by “the Papers.” 

And God knows the Papers have 
Risen to the Responsibility! It has 
Purged and christened and bettered 
them, this War, just as it has the 
mass of us—and we all needed a 
Jolt. There are a few irredeemable 
Iscariots; but the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the American Press has 
Jumped tnto the Harness with the 
President and for the Country. 

There are three chief things we 
Elect, Grumble at and are generical- 
ly Ungrateful to—Congress, Women 
and Newspapers. It's sometimes 
hard to live with them—but forever 
impossible to live without them.

Is there anyone so Bereft of In- 
telligence as to fancy for an instant 
that if war had been declared and 
the Press suppressed in the same 
breath, we wouldn't be Licked Be- 
fore we Began? Who is to win the 
war’ Officials, no matter how high? 
No, the American People. And how 
would they even know there is a 
war? By dropping in at the White 
House and asking: “Well, what's 
new today?” Bah! They know not 
ony that it is, but what it is, by the 
paper that falls to every home every 
morning. And by that only. 

The Draft could not have been 
“put over” except for the newspa- 
perse—not for a month. Americans 
were not used to conscription. But 
the Press made this subversive thing 
not only possible, but easy—by its 
infinite publicity of praise for loyalty 
and its damning of slackers. 

Not one of the three Liberty Bond 
drives could possibly have “gone 
over the top” ff it hadn't been for 
the newspapers. Nay, without them 
the sale would not have been 20 per 
cent. of the minimum. How are peo- 
ple going to do what they don’t know 
anything about? At least 80 per 
cent. of the Liberty Loan Is due to 
the crusade of the newspaper@®—to 
wake the public up, to wake com- 
mittees, drives and organization.

BIG electric sign that looks 
A like a lighthouse, on the third 

floor of the Union Oil Bulld- 
ing, bears the Inecription, “U. &. 
Navy.” This sign is the destination 
of hundreds of young men these days 
who are responding to a call for men 
for navy service. 

So many men are needed and so 
many responding that the local sta- 
tion is a busy place. A special de- 
tall of men from the Naval Reserve 
Training Station at the harbor is 
on duty at the station to give first 
hand information about the re- 


serves and to help out in the work 
of enrolling more men. 
Many persons have the idea that 


the reserve is a landlubber organi- 
zation and some have voiced the 
opinion that it is only for those who 
want a soft job in home waters. Not 
so. The Naval Reserves are avail- 
able for any service the Navy De- 
partm desires of them and no 
one can enroll in the reserves With- 
out signing fer general service 
whenever needed. 

The reserves are enrolled for 
four years and serve only during 
war time. In time of peace they’ 
ere on inactive duty or may be dis- 
charged at request. <All men en- 
rolling in the reserves are sent home 
to wait orders for a call to duty. 

Men of draft age may enroll but 
must btaln release from local 


board, Which may be secured if the 
men are not called for the existing 
current quota.

Proposal that Government Find Homes 
for Ship Workers Disfavored.

RUNGALOW COURTS. 

Bungalow courts will best solve 
the housing problem in the harbor 
district, according to George A. Da- 
mon, city planning expert of Pasa- 
dena, expressed in a talk before the 
Civie League of San Pedro. 

“Scientific investigation has prov- 
en that a laboring man cannot afford 
to pay more than 25 per cent. of his 
income for rent.” sald he. “It hag 
also been proven that it is not goud 
business to put an improvement on 
» lot that costs more than twice 
the value of the real estate. 

“This means that a man earning 
'$100 a month should not be ex- 
i pected to pay more than $25 a 
| month for a house costing $2000 
/and that it should be built on a lot 
| that costs no more than $1000. It 
}therefore follows that lots must be 
iwold for less than $1000 with good 
streets, water, lights and gas. 

TRANSPORTATION NEED. 

“Until means of local transporta- 
tion to new tracts with Water, gas 
and good streets are provided, there 
are few sections in the harbor dis- 
trict where such lots can be found. 
Tho bungalow court, therefore offers 
the best solution of the housing 
wWroblem at the present time. When 
these &re. provided, it is probable 


where houses @an be bullt and sold 
on tnetaliments, but there seem to 
he no such opportunities in the har- 
bor district now.” 

Although not keeping up with the, 
demand for houses, building opera- 
tions at the harbor are Increasing 
steadily, the permite averaging 
jabout $15,000 a day at the present 
time. “The increase In bulliding is 
reflected in the increased consump- 
tion of water and the nomber of 
new services instalied. The number 
of new services installed has jumped 
from thirty-two in January te eighty- 
one in April.

“Always ih mo- 
tion pictures there has been and is 
en unhealthy undercurrent.~ Always | 
there have been and are, in bro- 
duction, purely eommercial fac- 
tors with no concerm for art or re- 
finements. They are the money- 
making elements, who , want to get 
their financial returns quickly. They 
know that there is a public that 
rushes in to see pictures of unheal- 
thy moral tone, and even some of 
the better elements of picture-goers 
ean be brought into theaters to seq 
such pictures, by means of exploi- 
tation. There are likewise ex- 
hibitors who exist by showing this 
type of pictures. The -occcasiona! 
monetary successes they score have 
a tendency to undermine the reso- 
lution of men of finer purpose, who, 
although they own theaters, resist 
the temptation of temporary profits 
that can be realized from salacious 
or unclean pictures. 

“When I first entered the film 
business, I determined that I would 
never geek profite through the pro- 
@uction of prurient pictures. I don’t 
believe it is possible for a producer 
to build up a permanent success 
with stories that ‘affront the ma- 
jority of clean-minded Americans. 
This te essentially a clean and heal- 
thy country. Outside of certain very 
large cities, there is no audience 
awaiting emut and suggestiveneces. 
And there is instant resentment 
against those who try to -force ‘such 
things on our’ mlliions of young 
people. 

Mr. Goldfish stated that Willard 
Mack has assumed persona! charge 
ef Goldwyn's seenarte department, 
with his offiees at the cornpany’s big 
studios in Fort Lee, N. J. Mr. Mack 
has already selected and secured for 
production, the first three #@tories for 
Pauline Frederick, wit» has recent- 
ly formed her own productions com- 
pany.

If we had pooled 
all our other resources of entertain- 
ment .perronal appearances before 
the public and donations of anything 
and everything, distributing all ar- 
ticles and contributions from a mo- 
tion-picture headquarters, we would 
have quashed forever any attempt to 
prove us undesirable citizens.

First American Woman Killed on 
Line of Battle Given Sol- 
dier’s Burial. 


Miss Marion G. Crandell, whose | 
home was in Alameda, Cal, is the 
first American Y.M.C.A. worker to 
be killed on the line of battle. News 
has been received in Paris of her 
death and burial. 

Miss Crandell was a worker in the 
Foyer du Soldat at Sainte-Mene- 
hould. She was killed by a shell 


which burst tn her room, tearing off 
her left hand and inflicting injuries 
from which she died soon after- 
ward.

Newspaper Man Vouches for 
the Demonstration. 


Car Makes Long Trip Without 
Replenishing Water. 


San Francisco to Merced 
Journey is Made. 


One of the most interesting, as 
well as one of the most spectacular 
demonstrations of the cooling effi- 
clency of a modérn motor car such 
a8 the Cadillac eight, was made last 
week at the time of the opening 
trip of the California State Autome- 
bile Association's cMicials into the 
Yosemite Valley. 

A Cadillac “8 four-passenger 
Phaeton, carrying a newspaper man 


as an observer was driven from San 
Francisco to Merced, from there 
over the Wawona road to Camp 


Curry, Yosemite Valley. and from 
there back to San Franciseo with- 
out once being refilled with water 
anc at the finish there was just as 
much water in the radiator as in 
the start. 
Although there are miles and 
miles of hard climbing, the car did 
not show the least sign of heating 
and did not use so much as a spoon- 
ful of water for the entire trip. 
No extra preparations of any 
kind were made, as there was no 
original intention of making such a 
demonstration. In fact. the car was 
driven hard over the hilis and it wa« 
not until Camp Curry was reached 
that the occupants realized that they 
had made the trip without using 
water For years motorista have 
oensidered this one of the hardest 
tests for the cooling efficiency of a 
motor car and when the radiator 
CAD waé taken off in the valley it 
was with the intention of’ putting in 
water. 

RETURN TRIP. 
The return trip, although not as 
hard as that going in, is neverthe- 


a test on car and the per- 


furmance of a Cadillac clearly dem- 
onstrated that it is poasible to run a 
car thousands of miles without re- 
filling the radiator. 

In the party that

SQUEAKY SPRING? 


RIGHT BRAND OF LUBRICANT 
iS NEEDED Por 
EFFICIENCY. 


Ones of the most annoying things 
about an automobile is a squeaky 
spring. When a motorist complains 


about it to his garage man or to 
the dealer who sold him the oar. it 
is evident that the motorist has not 
been using the right kind of lubri- 
cant. Plain ofls and greases squeeze 
out and permit friction between the 
bare metal of the leaves. The proper 
lubricant is one that will form a 
tough, enduring film between the 
leaves, preventing metal-to-metal 
contact. 

The Joseph Dixon Crucible Com- 
pany, manufacturére of Dixon's Mo- 
tor Graphite, give thie advice abcut 
lubricating the springs. Jack up 
the car that all the weight is 
off the springs and spread the leaves 


apart with a scréw driver or instru- 
ment provided for that purpose.

Springs thus 
treated will ride much easier and 
will be entirely free from squeakes.

CLEANING BATTERY 
BOX IS IMPERATIVE.

In this case the compartment should 
be carefully cleaned to remove all 
traees of the acid left by the bat- 
tery. Otherwiee the dry celle will 
be attacked and quickly destroyed. 


BOOTS SHOULD HAVE 
REGULAR INSPECTION. 


It is very important that regular 


inspections should be made of the 
leather coverings or “bedts,” which 
protect the wniversal and other 


parts. Flying stones of sticks are 
apt to destroy these boots, per-
